Verbatim Testimony Given. 

Bome of the verbatim testimony contained 
in the record is presented as it came from 
mubosies in response to questions from his 
attorney. Clarence Darrow. Referring to 
the meeting at Zhargon. where it was decided 
that spies should be killed and their houses 
burned, the testimony was as follows: 

Mr. Darrow—Did you say anything about 
Mr. Kinze? 

Rudovitzs—Alb I said about him was that 
he was a man that didn’t belong to either 
the revolution or to the other side, so they 
shouldn't touch him. 

Mr. Darrow—And what did they do about 
going eighteen or twenty miles over to Benen 
to kill these people and burn their house? 

Rudovitzs—I can’t tell all they did.do,. be- 
cause I didn’t go there with them and I didn’t 
_ know. 

_Mr. Darrow—You didn’t know the exact 
night it was to be done? 

Rudowitz—I didn’t know which night it was 
to be done. 

Mr. Darrow—Why were they killed? 

Rudowitz—Just to repay them, because 
through them a lot were killed and houses 
burned. Just to repay them we were to do 
the same thing to punish them. 

Mr. Darrow—Did the resolution of the com- 
mittee call for or did it state what kind of 
people they were or what part they were tak- 

ng? 

Rudowitz—Because they were classed as 
spies and others they were killed—people— 
and houses burned, so we wanted to punish 
them in the same manner—kill them and 
burn their houses. 

Mr. Darrow—Did the resolution that the 
committee passed tell anybody to take money 
ornnmeb anybody? 

Rudowitz—No; they had a resolution that 
they should not rob, only kill and burn their 
houses—but not rob. 

When cross examined by Attorney Rigby, 
representing the Russian government, Rudo- 
witz maintained that n the resolution was 
voted on he “* just eR sui and listened.”’ 


Jurow’s Testimony Briefed. 


The testimony of Martin Jurow has been 
briefed for the state department. 

Jurow is of the same nationality as Rudo- 
witz and has lived in Chicago a year and 
five months. He formerly lived in Bascos, 
a few versts from. Mitau, the capital city 
of Courland, and was an active member of | 
the Social Democratic Labor party from 1908 
until December, 1906. 

He said that the Social Democratic party 
in 1891 adopted the by-laws of the Stutt- 
gart congress in Germary. In 1905 he was 
a member of the managing committee with 
headquarters at Mitau. 

Seven “locals”’ were represented. Unac- 
countable “ locals" were represented in the 
central body at Riga; and he was a delegate 
to that body. 

Jurow testified that at the timg of the gen- 
eral strike, soldiers and police and other reg- 
ularly organized forces on the government 
side voted to kill and loot and ley the blame 
on the working class. His organizatfon and 
the people fought back; got up a fighting 
organization; had fights; many were killed; 
and in many places they were fighting 
against each other. Public meetings had not 
been held before the manifesto. If they had 
been, all who attended them would have been 
killed. Arms were taken from soldiers and 
from the houses of barons. 


¢ Disputes Commiesioner Foote. 


Dean John H. Wigmore ofthe Northwest- 
ern university law school in a review of the 
Rudovitz evidence ,disputes Commissioner 
Foote at every point. 

Concerning the character of the case Dean 
Wigmore. cites many quotations from the 
testimony to show that the alleged crime was 
of a political nature and says: 

“The evidence of these facts is testimony 
which compels belief and shows no marks 
at all of untrustworthiness. 

“ The killing is shown to be a purely poiiti- 
cal act. The arson also was ordered political- 
ly, being a customary incicent similar to the 
existing government's own punitive practice 
in such cases.’’ 


States Object of Meeting. 


The following statement of the meeting to 
be held today in vhe inter@sts of Rudowitz 
was issued last night: 

“A massmeeting of citizens will be held 
this afternoon at 3 o’clock at the Colonial 
theater in the interest of Christian Rudowitz. 
Rudowitz, a Lett in nationality and a Lu- 
theran in religion, charged by the Russian 
government with the commission of common 
crimes, has appealed to the American people 
for assistance on the ground that he is a po- 
litical refugee and that his extradition is 
sought contrary to treaty and against the 
fundamental right of a political refugee to 
asylum in this country. 

** Under the present statutes such a matte: 
may at the option of the foreign government 
be brought for decision either before a fed- 
eral court or before a United States commis- 
sioner. The present case was brought before 
Commissioner Mark A. Foote, who decided 
that Rudowitz should be extraditec. Com- 
missioner Foote has never been admitted 
to the bar and has never practiced law. From 
his decision an appeal will be taken to the 
secretary of state, in whom rests the fina] 
power of determining whether or not the ac- 
cused shall be extradited. 


Disputed by Lawyers. 


“Eminent legal authorities who have ex- 
amined the record in the casé state that 
the decision of the commissionér is errone- 
ous, and that the acts with which Rudowitz 
is charged were clearly political offenses; 
that, moreover, the evidence that he was 
present at the time the alleged crimes were 
committed would be too slight, as against 
his denial, to justify a committing magis- 
oy in America in holding him to the grand 

ury. 

“The object of the meeting is to arouse 
the sympathies of the citizens of Chicago; 
to protest against the abuse by Russia of its 
treaty rights; to demand the termination by 
our government of the treaty unless this 
abuse ceases; and to appeal to congress for 
a revision of the statutes governing extra- 
dition to enable the accused to present his 
defense in a federal court. Resolutions to 
this effect will be offered at the meeting. 

“Walter L. Fisher will preside. Addresses 
will be made by Edgar A. Bancroft, William 
J. Calhoun (who, after an examination of 
the evidence, has volunteered his services 
as associate counsel for Rudowitg before the 
department of state), Dr. E. G, Hirsch, Will. 
jam J. Hynes, and the Rev. Herman Page.”

WRITES STORY OF 
CITY REDEEMED. 
Mayor Busse’s ‘Secretary Tells 


of Transformation » 
of Chicago. ‘ 


Article in Hamiltonian Recites 
Wonders Accomplished by 
the Administration. 


The story of how the mayor of a great 
American city, with his efficient aids, trans- 
formed first his city hail.and then an entire 
disreputable city within less than two years— 
@ heart breaking story for muckrakers—at 
length has been written. The city, in this in- 
stance, happens to be Chicago and the mayor 
is Fred A. Busse. 

Just what has been. doné in the Busse ad- 
ministration, with plenty of statistics in evi- 
dence, and plenty of “ inside information ” 
and “human interest’’ stories of how the 
mayor chose men for high positions without 
ever having seen them, is to be told in the 
coming issue of the Hamiltonian, the offi- 
cial organ of the Hamilton élub, fn an article 
on the ‘“‘ Busse Administration.’’ The author 
is B. J. Mullaney, the mayor's secretary. 


‘Where Mayor Has “Madé Good.” 

Advance sheets of the article, which were 
promulgated yesterday, show that its whole 
scope rests on the inquiry put right atthe be- 
ginning: ‘‘ Has Busse made good?’ ‘* Mak- 
ing good” is defined in the: worde of the 
mayor's ante-election pledge as “‘ more every 
cay common sense and less theory, business 
methods and results.’’ In aswer the follow- 
ing proofs, with statistics, are offered: 


Chicago is a “ safe’’ city. Orime has fallen 
off, particularly holdups and burglaries. The 
police department has been rejuvenated. 

Chicago is a clean city. Twice the street area 
cleaned heretofore is being Handled now, and 
the work is done better. Sewage has been elimi- 
nated from the lake. 

Chicago is economical, In at least one in- 
stance an appreciable portion of a department 
appropriation was returned unused. A water 
survey has resulted in saving for the city 10,000,- 
000 gallons or more daily and an increase in 
revenues, The school board has saved over 
$500,000 with no loss in efficiency.’ The move- 
ment of traffic has been acoelerated with benefit 
to pedestrians, teamsters, and transportation 
lines. 3 

Chicago is harmonious. The mayor and his 
city council get along for the first time in years. 
The mayor and business interests harmonize. 
The mayor and his department heads work to- 
gether and the departments co-operate with each 
other. 


Chicago is a “going concern.”’ Her credit, is 
substantially improved. Her business ventures 
are more profitable, and there are more of them 
actually being accomplished than heretofore. 


Results and Not Theories. 

The difference bet ween results and theory is 
explained at the outset. 

“ Big questions are being taken up and 
handied in a big way to get permanent re- 
sults,’’ says the article. ‘‘ The tremendously 
important harbor question is being studied by 
a commission of public spirited engineers and 
business men with a view to mapping oftt a 
program for the future that will restore Chi- 
cago to its rightful supremacy in shipping. 
At least one railroad has been impelled to 
take up for. immediate action the electrifica- 
tion of its terminals and others are coming 
along. Efforts toward unifying the transpor- 
tation facilities of the city—the only way in 
which best transportation results ever can be 
achieved—are being pushed forward. 

“For the first. time in years, the man who 
has legitimate Business with the city finds 
that he can transact his business in a busi- 
nesslike manner and without the help of po- 
litical Influence. 


Street Cleaning Reforms. 

“The street cleaning bureau of the de- 
partment of public works cleaned 48,744 miles 
of streets and alleys in 1907, as against 26,003 
miles in 1906 and 21,451 miles in 1903. Each 
mile of improved street was cleaned in 1907 
an average of 39.9 times a year, or two and 
one-half times a month, as against an aver- 
age of 16.9 times in 1906 and 14.4 times in. 1905. 
The inauguration of the block system of 
cleaning has made it possible to give the 
main thoroughfares a daily cleaning within 
the area bounded by Seventy-ninth street on 
the south, Fortieth avenue on the west, and 
Belmont avenue on the north. Paved streets 
get frequent sweeping by hand—something 
never known. before. 

“ The water bureau of the department of 
public works, by making a house to house 
examination, will have increased the city’s 
revenues $200,000 annually As a further re- 
sult of its survey, the city will save a daily 
average of 10,000,000 to 13,000,000 gallons of 
water. 

Death’s Ravages Decreased. 

“ The health department is putting the dis- 
ease breeding cellar bakeshop, the dirty milk 
shop, and germ iaden milk supply out of busi- 
ness. It has done more in a year than ever 
before was done in a decad€® to protect life 
and health in congested districts where dan- 
ger is greatest and intelligence to combat 
danger is least. While the number of cases 
of contagious disease reported have increased 
four times because of the department’s activi- 
ties, the death rate of the city has decreased 
During the first ten months of 1908 the actual 
number of deaths in the city of Chicago was 
1,700 less than during the corresponding 
period last year. Yet Mayer Busse never laid 
eyes on Health Commissioner Evans before 
appointing him, nor did he know his polities. 
This, it is safe to say, never happened before 
in the United States. The mayor simply 
asked twenty-one of Chicago's leading prac- 
titioners to recommend a commissioner and 
when the choice fell upon Dr. Evans he ap- 
pointed him. 


One Holdup a Day. 


“Systematic regulation of traffic has been 
accomplished in the loop district by the police. 
Street cars go through the loop in ten minutes 
less time than before the present traffic sys- 
tem was put into effect. A big coal dealer 
said that his wagons could make one trip a 
day more than before. There has been only 
one serious accident on the streets during the 
year. There has been a 5 per cent. decrease 
in burglaries. Holdups average less than one 
aday. Policemen with sixty inch waists pro- 
truding below forty inch chests have dis- 
appeared. ‘i 

‘When Mayor Busse entered the ctiy hall 
the fire department was infected with dis- 
order and strife. Within a year twelve cap- 
tains and four lieutenants have asked to be 
transferred from outlying battalions, where 
fires are few, to the loop district, where they 
are many and dangerous. They have learned 
that promotion will follow hard work. The 
total applications for transfer to the down- 
town district during the preceding ten years 
would not number twenty-four. Sixty-five 
firehouses have been equipped with hot water 
systems. Formerly the firemen fad to bor- 
row hot water from their neighbors, tf they 
wanted to wash up. Lodging house condi- 
tions in the firehouses have been removed. 
There are good mattresses, good beds, and 
plenty of supplies, such as soap, water, and 
cleaning rags that they never had before. 


City Attorney Returns Cash. 


“The law department has handled all the 
city’s business without spending thousands 
of doMars on special attorneys. And the 
amount of work is record breaking.

DIPLOMACY BY MRS, PALMER 


Refuses to Commit Herself on 
Votes for Women Question. 


STAY ABROAD MAY BE CAUSE 


Mrs. C. M. Hill Fears View of Suffra- 
gette Work Is to Blame. 


Has Mrs. Potter Palmer been alienated 


from the woman’s suffrage movement by the 4 


“militant tactics’’ of English suffragettes? 
This was the question which leaders of the 
woman’s suffrage movement: in Chicago 
asked themselves yesterday. 

Since Mrs. Palmer’s return to Chicago 
several strenuous efforts have been made by 
leading suffragists to get her to express her- 
self on, the question, with a view to learning 
whether she is a “pro’’ or an ‘“‘ anti’’ suf- 
fragist. 

To all such inquiries Mrs. Palmer has 
turned a deaf ear, refusing to commit her- 
self one way or the other. It is this discreet 
silence on the part of Chicago's social lead- 
er that has raised the question in the minds 
of Chicago suffrage leaders whether Mrs 
Palmer is opposed to woman's suffrage vy 
reason of her residence in England, where 
she had opportunity to study the methods and 
actions of Eng!ish suffragettes. 


“I Have Nothing to Say.” 


When asked for an expression of her opin- 
ion of the woman's suffrage movement, Mrs. 
Palmer said: 

“TIT have nothing to say on the subject.”’ 

The object of getting a favorable expres- 
sion from Mrs. Palmer, suffragist leaders ad- 
mitted, was to influence other Chicago social 
leaders in favor of the present campaign for 
municipal suffrage for women. 

* We fear now that Mrs. Palmer has be- 
come opposed to equal suffrage by the mili- 
tant tactics of the English suffragists,”’ said 
Mrs. Caroline M. Hill, executive secretary of 
the committee for the extension of municipal 
suffrage to women. “ Her tong residence in 
England has given her ample opportunity to 
become acquainted with our movement. and 
it may be that she objects to women carrying 
on that way. Of course, we don’t know how 
she feels on the subject, because she has 
refused to commit herself.” 


Suffragette Chorus the Latest. 

At a meeting of the suffragist executive 
committee held at the Stratford hotel it was 
announced the massmeeting in the interest of 
municipal suffrage for women has been post- 
poned until Jan. 17. The meeting will be heid 
in some large hall downtown and the prin- 
«cipal speaker will be Mayor Brand Whitlock 
of Toledo, O. 

A feature of the meeting will be the sing- 
ing of “ suffragetre songs.” vy a chorus to 
be selected by the music committee. An 
effort will be made to obtain the services of 
the “eight hour’’ chorus of the Woman's 
Trade Union league, all the members of 
which are suffragists. 

The songs to be sung will be selected from 
among the mass of “ poems” received b¢ 
the committee in the competition for the 
prize of $100 for the best poem embodying 
the “spirit of wWoman’s suffrage.” 


Song of Grandmother Suffragist. 
A stanza and chorus of a specimen received 
during the day are as follows: 

Now, sisters, let us rise and sing, 
Not simply make a noise; 

We came to ask for suffrage— 
Have we not raised the boys, 

And trained your greatest statesmen, 
And read them law and lore? 

And now we mothers of them ail 
Come knocking at the door. 


Come in, come in, 
I hear the people say. 
Now do not be a cynic 
And bid us stay away. 
If we can do the cooking 
And mend a ragged coat 
I do not think we ask too much 
If we should aak to vote. 
This specimen, Mrs. Hill said. was written 
by a suffragette 80 years old.

‘SEEK TO PROVE A TRUST. 
Stockyards Swarms with Govern- 
ment Agents in Quest of 
Conspiracy Evidence. 


Various '‘ modern rebating ** devices which 
have come into practice since the passage of 
the Hepburn act two-years ago will be ealled 
to the attention of the special federal gran‘ 
jury tomorrow morning, when it. reconvenes 
to take up the thread of the second great 
* beef trust "’ Investigation. : 

While these matters are being laid before 
the grand jury a small army of government 


four big packing firms have any agreement 
among themselves concerning methods of ob- 
taining enough money out of the claims de- 
partments of the railroads to enable them to 
contro] the market. 

The government authorities in Washington 
and New York are of the opinion that a rock 
bound understanding exists among the pack- 
ere on this as in other matters—that a con- 
spiraty to defeat the Hepburn rebate act 
has been entered into as well as a conspiracy 
to defeat the Sherman anti-trust law. 


Wide Search for Witnesses. 


The country is being searched for witnesses 
who have information along these lines. 
Several men who have held confidential po- 
sitions with one or the other of the packing 
firms and who have been. discharged are 
sought particularly by District Attorney Ed- 
win W. Sims. 

Bight secret service men who were ordered 
from New York and Washington by Attorney 
General Bonaparte reported to Mr. Sims yes- 
terday morning and were put to work 6n 
the case. The stockyards swarms with 
agents of the government, for although Mr. 
Sims seeks particularly at this time the evi- 
dence of a rebate conspiracy, he is anxious 
above all things to obtain evidence of the 
bigger meat controlling trust. . 

Government agents for three days have 
kept a close watch on Thomas Cross, a buyer 
for the National Packing company. This 
company, which is headed by Edward Til- 
den, although it always has posed as an in- 
dependent concern, is suspected of being a 
subsidiary concern of the combine and the 
vehicle through which the packers operate 
to crush their rivals and maintain prices. 


Suspected as Dictator’s Agent. 


Cross is suspected of being the confidential 
agent of the one mam to whom has been in- 
trusted the actual, operation of the 
trust — the man who gives orders 
every morning regarding prices the 
packing companies will pay that day. 
The secret. service men are watching 
Cross, who has been subpcenaed to appear 
before the grand jury, to see if they can con- 
nect him with the man who meets the buyers 
for all the companies in a stockyards saloon 
every morning and gives them the cipher of 
prices. 

When seen last evening Cross denied that 
he acted as a price maker’s agent. He sald 
the buyers acted individually and that re- 
ports of a cipher of prices being distributed 
in a saloon were untrue. He denied that a 
combine to fix prices existed. 

The first line of inquiry which the grand 
jury will take up will deal exclusively with 
the relatione between Morris & Co., and the 
railroads, particularly the Chicago, Burling- 
ton and Quincy and the New York Central 
and Hudson River road. 

The evidence will be supplied by’ traffic 
men from the Morris plant and men from the 
freight and claims departments of the roads. 
This evidence was turned up by agents of 
the interstate commerce commission and is 
said to be strong enough to make indictments 
almost certain. The agents went through 
the books of the company and the railroad 
‘departments months ago. Mr. Sims was 
able in this way to issue am order for the 
books. giving the numbers of pages and exact 
description of the records wanted. 


Indirect Rebating Methods. 


A few of the methods of indirect rebating 
which the government will unfold to the jury 
are these: 

The railroads exempt the packers from cer- 


tain switching charges on each car. 
The packers are not required to ice cars at 


their own expense, 
Salting of certain meats is done by the rail- 
roads, an item which is worth $25 a car to the 


packers, 

The question of “immunity baths” is one 
that is worrying the district attorney. He 
needs certain information, but he does not 
wish to exempt from prosecution the men 
who are in the best position to give him this 
information. He is depending largely on 
getting sufficient evidence out of the books 
of the railroad companies to support his case. 
The railroads, he believes, have been forced 
to pay unjust charges by the packers and are 
the secondary offenders. To accentuate this 
there is a growing feeling of unrest among 
the packers and a growing indifference on the 
part of the railroad officials to the investiga- 
tion. 

Thinks Only Packers Involved. 

Darius Miller, first vice president of the 
Burlington, said he is convinced the gov- 
ernment is seeking to “ get something ”’ on 
the packers alone. 

‘“‘T eannot ‘magine what use the govern- 
ment agents can .make cf our claim papers 
or what they expect to show by them,”’’ he 
said. ‘‘ But I found this morning that, al- 
though they have examined records of all 
kinds, the only ones which they have taken 
away so far are those relating to the Morris 
company. They all are claims for small 
amounts, and I do not see how they can show 
any improper payment of claims by the 
Burlington. 

‘* None of the Burlington's officials has been 
subpeenaed and the district attorney has 
said nothing concerning what he wants from 
us other than the records. The question of 
underbilling on shipments of low class 
meats as salt meat does not concern the 
western roads, so that hardly can be what 
the government Is investigating.” 


Sims Passes Busy Day. 


In spite of the half holiday on Saturday 
and the absence of assistants in the district 
attorney's office, Mr. Sims was busy all day 
and, received ai number of callers who are 
concerned in the investigation. E. T. Glen- 
non of the New York Central railroad’s gen- 
eral counsel held a short conference with Mr. 
Sims in the morning in an effort to ascertain 
just what the government wanted from his 
company. 

‘*I obtained. little information,” said At- 
torney Glennon after thé conference. “* Mr. 
Sims still preserves his sphinx-like silence. 
I assured him if he wanted any more of our 
records or any information we can furnish 
that it will be produced promptly. He asked 
for nothing further In the way of records, and 
finally I assured him that we are ready to 
produce any witnesses he may desire. 

‘*Mr. Mitchell still is in Detroit, which is 
his home, and I wanted it understood that he 
was in no way trying to avoid being sum- 
moned to testify before the grand jury. We 
have nothing to fear from this investigation. 
I told Mr. Sims that the railroads are trying 
to get all the lawful revenue they can, and if 
they have paid excessive claims or improper 
allowances it is not because they have not 
tried to prevent it by every possible means.” 


Mitchell Coming Tomorrow. 


At the N York Central's offices it was 
declared that Mr. Mitchell, general freight 
traffic manager, on whom a subpe@na was 
served last week, will return to Chicago to- 
morrow and will be ready to appear before 
the grand jury at its first session of the new 
year. 

No subpeenas were issued or served during 
the day as far as could be learned. Railroad 
officials declared that no railroads other than 
the New York Central and the Burlington as.

“Never Again,’’ Says One Owner Who

Big Loss in Patronage. 


Chicago's Christmas retail liquor trade 
amouhts to nearly $1,000,000. At most sa- 
loons it is the biggest day in the year.

“Tt was a bad move. My usual Christmas 
trage runs from $150 to $200. This year it 
didn’t reach $40. Suppose you do give away 
a few bottles of whisky and wine or some 
cigars? Don't you get it back five times over? 


Wholesale Houses Tighten Up. 

“In past years the wholesale whisky 
houses stood a large part of the expense of 
giving away presents, but this year they did 
nothing for us, because we were not allowed 
to give anything away. 

“The fellow who didn’t belong to the pro- 
tective association, and who slipped out a 
few bottles of booze, hada Christmases trade 
that made the rest of us look sick. I hauled 
down my card from behind the bar the day 
before Christmas, when I saw how the 
crowds were going Into the saloon across the 
street, but it was too late. 

“Take it from me that there were a whole 
lot of Chicago saloonkeepers who didn’t have 
a Christimas turkey. It was like an election 
day in many places around here. 

“ Next year I'm gding to put up a twelve 
foot sign in front of the place that every- 
thing will be given away, including the 
icense and fixtures.”

SLAIN MAN FOUND IN-BUSHES 


Possible Victim of Bitter War in 
Greek Catholic Church. 


POLICE WORK ON MYSTERY. 


; 
Think the Body Was Hidden After the 
Murder Was Committed. 


A murder mystery, thought by the police 
to be an echo of the bitter war indulged in 
by the two factions of Holy Trinity Greek 
Catholic church, & Johnson street, was dis- 
cloeed yesterday when the body of &@& man 
was found on the outskirts of Concordia 
cemetery. Although the man was well 
dressed, no means by which he could be 
identified were found and the body wae 
taken to undertaking rooms in Oak Park. 

Police of Forest Park, baffled from the 
start, asked assistance of Capt. O’Brien, and 
several detectives were hurried to the sub- 
urb. Up to an early hour this morning little 
had been learned, and steps were then taken 
that may result in the arrest of several 
Greeks of the Ghétto. Theclothing had been 
rifled of all valuables, and it is thought the 
man, who apparently was either a Greek or 
an Italian, was murdered in Chicago and 
then carted over the rough roadways lead- 
ing to West Twelfth street and Desplaines 


avenue. 
Attempts to Identify Body. 


No strangers were seen in Harlem or For- 
est Park on Christmas or yesterday and it is 
thought the body wae probably left at night 
at the lonely spot near the cemetery. Resi- 
dents of the Ghetto and Melrose park went 
to the undertaking roome of Charlee F. 
Drechsler in Oak Park, but they were unable 
to identify the body. 

“I think the man wae killed from a die- 

tance,” said Drecheler, “‘for there is only 
one bullet wound and the clothing is not 
powder burned. He was shot above the heart. 
His arms show the impression of finger marks 
and his left eye is discolored. Perhaps he 
made a fight for life, but from what I can 
learn it is more likely that he waa shot down 
Yrom ambush. I believe thet he is a Greek 
and lived in Chicago.”” 
Capt. Brown of the Forest Park police wae 
notified of the finding of the body by J. Bale- 
ner, 14 years old, and Edward Brown, 15 years 
old. The boys were on their way to hunt 
game when they stumbled across the body in 
a deserted spot near the Desp.aines river. 
They thought the man had fallen asleep and 
attempted to rouse him. When they received 
no response they ran to the police station. 


Possible Victim of Church Row. 


‘The man may have been murdered in Chi- 
cago as a result of the factional fight in the 
Johnson Street church, but I hardly think 
so.”’ sald Inspector Dorman of the Maxwell! 
street station. “I have men at work on the 
case. The fact that no revolver was found 
near the body would almost indicate that 
he had been slain, and I understand, too 
that he was a Greek or an Ltalian. 

“TIT belleve we will have some clew on which 
to work early tomorrow. It will be a hard 
matter until after the body is identified, but 
we may be able to assist the Forest Park 
police in solving the mystery.’ 

Holy Trinity @reek Catholic church was 
the scene of several fights last week and 
many arrests were made. Police of the 
Maxwell street station were called to quell 
the disturbances repeatedly. A week ago the 
‘* rebels ’’ obtained an injunction restraining 
the “regulars” from interfering with the 
affaires of the church, but Judge Honore later 
dissolved it.

The government's approval @f 
the mission was #0 pronounced that trans- 
portation will be given both women on the 
steamship Alliance, of the Panama railroad 
company’s line. They will. sail from New 
York on Jan. 20 and will spend two weeks 
visiting the clubs on the isthmus and ad- 
vancing club work. Mrs Sherman was nox 
“ available ’’ to questions late last night. but 
Mr. Sherman acted as a medium of infor- 
mation. 

“You see there are eight women’s clubs 
in the canal sone—not clubs of brown, bare- 
footed native women, but the wives of 
American officers and engineers stationed ir. 
the canal zone,” he said. “ With the ap- 
proval of the government the American 
women formed a canal zone federation. 


Guess at Government’s Motive. 


“ Guess the government thought the more 
contented the women are the more contented 
their husbands will be. This federation was 
admitted to the national federation at the 
Boston convention last spring. Now, they 
have sent an invitation jo Mrs. Moore and 
Mrs. Sherman to visit the canal zone, the 
gov ernment has expressed approval by pre- 
senting transportation on the Alliance, and 
the women have decided to make the trip. 
That’s about the gist of the matter.’ 

Mrs. Sherman is a member of the Chicago 
Woman'sclub, has served aterm as secretary 
of the national federation and has been prom- 
inent In the Illinois Federation of Women’s 
clubs. Mrs. Moore for a number of years has 
been well known in national womens’ club

side Was on a Peaceful 


Flushing, N. Y.. Dee. °26.—That the trip 
of the Hains brothers last August. to 
the Bayside Yacht @ twhere Will- 
liam E. Annis was killéd, came about 
through the invitation of’an old friend. and 
the journey was therefore not made with the 
design of taking Nfe, was the declaration 
made today by Attorney Joseph W. Shay in 
outlining the defense ‘of T7 Jenkins Hains, on 
trial for the murder of Annis. 

The name of the friend. who will be called 
to testify that on the afternon of Aug. 
he invited the Hains brothers to Bayside to 
look over some property near the yacht club, 
was not given. 

The defendant’s counsel in his opening 
started to relate details of Capt. Peter.C. 
Hains’ marital troubles “which Mr.\ Shay 
deciared caused the mind of the army cap- 
tain to become uhbalanced. . 

On objection of District Attorney. Darrin 
uustice Crane ruled that any statement of 

hag Annis did, whether true or false, was 
not admissible. Justice Crane said counsel 
might relate whatever was told to Capt. 
Hains or the defendant. 

With this ruling, Mr. Shay recited all of the 
| alleged acts of Mrs. Hains, which, Mr. Shay 
declared, she d told her husband on his 
return from the Philippines, 


Deféndant as Trouble Averter. 

Shay said it was club members who called 
T. Jenkins Hains’ attention to Annis in his 
boat, and that before the defendant could 
' induce his bréther to leave the dock Capt. 
' Hains rushed to the float -and shot Annis 
to death. “ 

The defendant, believing his ‘brother in 
danger of his life from John Tonning, the 
boatman, and the club members, warned 
them off with his revolver, said counsel. 

Justice Crane, in denying a motion by de- 
fendant’s counsel to dismiss the indictment 
after District Attorney Darrin announced 
today that the state rested, ruled that a de- 
fendant might be held guilty as a principal! 
even though the man who did the shooting 
was insane. The court further ruled that a 
defendant would be gullty as a principal who 
aided or induced an insane man to commit 
a murder. 

Only two witnesses had been called for the 
defense when Justice Crane adjourned court 
until Monday, Mr. McIntyre called District 
Attorney Darrin to the stand to tell of the 
employment by the state of two-specia! pros- 
ecutors to assist in the case. Eugene N. L. 
Young, of counsel for Hains, the second wit- 
ness, Genied the statements made by Police- 
man Fallon, who declared that T. Jenkins 
Hains had stated he “ would go to hell to 
get, Annis and. kfll him again.”’ 


'» Opening for the Defertse. 


Attorney Shay, in opening the case for the 
defense, charged that the evidence of the 
state bore every sembiance of falsehood, in- 
vention, and manufacture. He said the de- 
fense would prove that T. Jenkins Hains had 
Rothing to do with the death of Annis, had no 
thoughteef Annis in his mind when he went 
to Bayside, had no idea that Annis was there, 
did not know his brother had a revolver, ana 
that T. Jenkins Hains would have prevented 
the meeting: between his brothter ané Annis 
if he could. 

“ We prepose to show you that the brother, 
Capt. Peter C. Hains, was mentally unbai- 
anced, and to show_you the causes which 
created that condition of mind,” said Mr. 
Shay. He then declared that T. Jenkins 
Hains had conferred last spring with a rea! 
estate firm’ who had property for sale at Kay- 
side, near the yacht club, d-that one of the 
firm had told Hains to meet him any Saturday 
at the club. He said that T. Jenkins Hains 
had engaged a man to build a house for him 
at Bayside. 


* Excuse for T. Jenkins’ Gun. 


Mr. Shay said that on the day of the kill- 
ing of Annis the two brothers left Brooklyn, 
intending to go by motor boat to Fort Han- 
cock. T. Jenkins Hains carried his revolver 
to be fired as a signal of distress in case the 
motor boat ran short of gasoline or for gelf- 
protection in case of attack by thieves or 
river marauders when landing after dark. 

“That the captain had a revolver with 
him on these occasions and on this day was 
beyond T. Jenkins Hains’ wildest imagina- 
tion,”’ said Mr. Shay, *‘ for, om account of the 
condition of the captain, as we, will show you, 
the utmost care was exercised to keep from 
him any weapon that might be dangerous to 
his own life.”’ 

The trip to Fort Hancock was abandoned, 
Mr. Shay said, because of time taken up with 
a talk with a builder, and instead the broth- 
ers decided to go to Bayside to look at the 
lots T. Jenkins Hains thought of buying. 

Describing the killing of Annis, Mr. Shay 
said that the Hains brothers were inquiring 
at the Bayside Yacht club for Jeaperson, the 
real estate dealer, when Birchfield, who was 
standing near by, spoke to Mrs. Annis 
by name. At this he said T. Jenkins Hains 
agked if that were “ Billy Annis’ wife,” and 
asked if Annis was there.: He wae told that 
Annis was on board his boat, which was then 
approaching the dock. 


Efforts to Get Capt. Hains Away. 


Continuing, Mr. Shay said: “T. Jenkins 
Hains, realizing that a sight of Annis to his 
brother would probably mean the undoing of 
his mental improvement, determined to get 
away. It was then thet he turned to his 
brother and taking him by the arm said 
‘Come on, Peter; Jesperson is not here. Let 
us go back.’ The captain shook himself from 
the defendant, and instantly Birchfield ran 
down the gangplank, the boat being then in.”’ 

According to Mr. Shay, T. Jenkins Hains 
did not come up with Capt. Hains until after 
the shooting and when Tonning had the cap- 
tain in his grash and was about to strike him. 
It was then, said the attorney, that T. Jen- 
kins Hains cried out, “ Don’t hurt him; he’s 
my brother.’ 

Mr. Shay promised to show that all, or 
most all, of the statements attributed to T. 
Jenkins Hains were false; that every shot 
was discharged before T. Jenkins was even 
upon the float; that Mrs. Annis wae not on 
the float, and that a pistol was not pointed 
at her back, and that “inasmuch as his 
brother was insane, or practically deprived 
of his reason, the defendant was only en- 
deavoring to prevent him from com mitting 
an act dangerous to himself or to another.”’

TARIFF FEATURE 
IS RECIPROCITY. 


(Continued from first page.) 
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would be barred out of the American market, 
unless it was at least 26 per cent better in 
Quality than the French product. 

France might impose a higher rate of duty 
on our dressed meat than Germany imposed 
and yet the French rate to us would be as 
small as that imposed on dressed meat from 
any other country, while Germany, although 
charging us less than France, might charge 
us more than the duty assessed on dressed 
beef from Austria, for instance. 


Weapon for the United States. 

With the maximum and minimum tariff 
the United States absolutely for the first time 
will possess a tremendous weapon to compel 
fair treatment by the rest of the world. Our 
imports for the twelve months ending on 
June 30, 1908, which was the end of the last 
‘fiscal year, possessed the enormous value of 
$1,104,341,792. Of this sum about 44 per cent 
was free of duty. The rest paid tariff rates 
fixed by law. 

In other words, we bought from outside na- 
tions more than a billion dollars’ worth of 
goods in a single year. It is true that we ex- 
ported more than we imported in the. same 
time, but nevertheless the United States fur- 
nishes the greatest market in the world not 
only for manufactured articles but for lux- 
uries of all kinds. Neither England, Ger- 
many, France, Rassia, nor Italy can afford to 
drop thé*United States market for a moment 
without facing a paralyzing crisis in its 
export trade. 

During the same fiscal year ending the last 
day of June, 1908, the exports of the United 
States amdunted to $1,834,786,357. It will be 
seen, therefore, that we sold abroad about 
$640,000,000 worth more than we bought from 
foreign nations. 

’ This fixes «our interest in reciprocity, but 
there is still a further feature to betaken into 
consideration. This is the fact that the great- 
er bulk of our exports is in foodstuffs, food 
materials, crude materiats for use in manu- 
facturing, and partially manufactured arti- 
cles. The result is that the rest of the world 
not only finds in the United States.a constant 
market for manufactured necessities and for. 
luxuries but it is also largely dependent on 
4 country for actual means of sustaining 
e 


U. S. in a Sense Defenseless. 

At the present time, although we have 
stood before the world as the mother of the 
protective system, we are absolutely de- 
fenselees wnen ciscriminated against. The 
Dingley law permits of some little retalia- 
tion or concession, but it is so restricted and 
go minute in its operations that it has little 
influence on commercial exchanges. 

Under the new law, which is certain to be 
passed by congress, the maximum and mini- 
mum system ts sure to be incorporated in 
the fullest manner. 

There will be a string tied to the free list 
just as much as to the duty list, and after 
the new law goes into effect the foreign 
nation which discriminates against the 
United States will find itself confronted not 
only with an increased tariff rate but with 
the necessity of paying:.a rate on_-articles 
which are admitted free when coming from 
other nations. ‘ 

When one takes into consideration the 
market the United States affords for the 
staple manufactured and natural products of 
France, Germany, Russia, Austria-Hungary, 
and Italy it is easy to see that no one of 
those countries will be able to maintain a 
discriminatory tariff against us without in- 
viting an instant and paralyzing competition 
by its next door neighbor. 

Until all Europe and pretty much the rest 
of the world unites in a zollverein, or tariff 
union, against the United States, the new 
departure in our customs system to be in- 
augurated under the Taft administration will 
give a vast impetus to our export trade be- 


Taft has evolved a comprehensive pian for 
the regulation of interstate corporations and 
that he will ask congress to put it in the 
form of a law. Codrdination of the work of 
the government in the regulation of corpora- 
tions engaged in commerce between the 
states is sought by the president elect. 
According to reports from Augusta Mr. 
Taft would have the bureau of corporations 
exercise jurisdiction over all corporations, 
including railroads; would make the inter- 
state commerce commiseion a quasi-judicial 
body, and create a bureau in the department 
of justice which would prosecutg in the courts 
cases prepared by the bureau of corporations 
and argue cases affecting the railroads be- 
fore the interstate commerce commission. 


Present System Held Unwieldy. 


Complaint has been made that the pres- 
ent system of dealing with corporations sub- 
ject to the regulatory laws is unwieldy, re- 
sulting in an ovéflapping of the work that 
frequently has tended to confusion and in 
some cases to delays in the prosecution of 
cases instituted by one or the other of the 
three branches of the government which hold 
jurisdiction. . 

While officials here are divided on this point 
of view, it is held by many that the recent 
Gecision of the United States Supreme court 
in the Harriman case further complicates the 
situation. Some officials express the belief 
that the decision will prove farreaching in 
its effects; that it will net only seriously 
curtail the power of the interstate commerce 
commission to make inquiries such as were 
made in the case of the Harriman lines, but 
that it places a limitation upon the power of 
the commissioner of corporations in his re- 
lations with industrial corporations. 

This decision, it is held, merely empha- 
sizes the necessity for such changes in the 
law as will clearly define the powers of the 
interstate commerce commission, the bureau 
of corporations, and the department of 
justice in their relations to the corporations 
doing an interstate business. 


Court Limits Commission’s Power. 


The Harriman case, which came to the 
Supreme court on appeal from the decision 
of the Circuit court for the southern dis- 
trict of New York, involved the right of the 
commission to institute proceedings of its 
own volition and without a complaint. The 
Supreme court held that the commission had 
no right to undertake any such investigation 
as that of the-so-called Alton deal in the 
absence of a formal complaint by a party in 
interest. Harriman’s refusal, therefore, to 
answer questions put to him relating to the 
transfers of his stock in various railroads 
was upheld,: 

While the members of the interstate com- 
merce commission are unwilling at this time 
to discuss the effect of the decision of the 
court in the Harriman case they evidently 
are of the opinion that changes in the law 
more clearly defining the power of the fed- 
eral body are urgently needed. It is Mr. 
Taft’s plan to take from the commission all 
administrative rk, leaving the commission 
a quasi-judicial body, and putting on the 
bureau of corporatione many of the func- 
tions now exercised by the commission. Mr. 
Taft’s aim is to make the three “ trust bust- 
ing”’ branches of the government harmo- 
nious working arrangements.

INQUIRY TO BE BROADENED. 


Cook County Real Estate Board Commit- 
tee Will Call Conference for Organi- 
gation on Jan. 18. 


The Cook county real estate board pro- 
poses to broaden the scope of the inquiry 
it started some time ago into the expendi- 
ture of money by city and county officials. 

Instead of a temporary investigating com- 


Mmittee it has established a permanent “ bu- 


reau of public service efficiency,’' the ob- 
ject of which is said to be “‘ the employment 
of competent accountants and legal talent 
to bring out all facts pertaining to ex- 
penditure of the public money, and to de- 
vise modern business methods in the man- 
agement of all public offices.” 

The committee appointed to start the in- 
quiry includes beside the president Henry 
—. Coonley, who was made chairman, E. 
Orris Hart, Louis G. Kohty, Lionel A. Bell, 
and James D. Stover. 

The plan of operations involves the send- 
ing of letters to all clubs and associations 
in Cook county, asking each of them to 
send two or more delegates t a general 
conference to\be held at the of the 
poard Jan. 18. It is planned to organize 
into a permanent committee.

Governor Confers with Improvement

Attorney John P. Wilson is drawing the 
deep waterway bill which will be reported 
to the legislature by the internal improve 


containing the preliminary 
steps necessary to be taken in-the expenditure 
of the $20,000,000 authorized for thé conetruc- 
tion of the waterway from Lockport to Utica. 

The improvement commission has been 
working under the general direction of the 
govetnor and he will meet with ite membere 
and probably with Mr. Wilson on Monday 
in Chicago to inform himeelf specifically as 
to the provisions of the bill in order that his 
recommendations and the measure may be 
in harmony. 

It is proposed to create a commission or 
waterway board of five or seven members 
similar in many respects to the Chicago 
drainage canal board, and so far as is pos 
sible to give this commission full authority. 


Early Action Is 

Many of the details are yet to be worked 
out and this, it is expected, wil] be done this 
week. The governor and most of the mem- 
berg of the commission are committed to a 
twenty-four foot channel through the 
“rock cut” and the bill undoubtedly will 
provide for a water course ofthisdepth. . 

It is the intention to make the board an 
appointive one, with salaried members, it be- 
ing the opinion of those framing the 
posed measure that to provide for an elective 
board would be to delay the start of the work 
too long. ‘ 

Goy. Dengen and other advocates ofithe 
waterway are confident that actual work oan 
be under way within a year if the legislature 
will pu@ an emergency clause.on the bill and 
pass it with the necegsary two-thirds vote. 

When the proposed measure is presented to 
the assembly it will be in the shape of an 
emergency bill unless it be discovered that 
the opposition to placing additional apppint- 
ive power in the hands of the governor is too 
strong to make it probable that a two-thirds 
vote in each branch could be secured, 


Protests Expectéd from Democrats. 


There may be some objection from Demo- 
cratic members to making the commission bi- 
partisan. There has been complaint that 
the governor has not recognized the Demo- 
cratic organization in his appointments to 
boards on which there is minority repre- 
sentation, but has used these eppointments 
for his own good. 

Members of the Democratic state organ- 
ization have said that it would be better if 
there were no minority appointments made, 
and it is possible that a proposition to give 
the minority party representation on the 
waterway board will be opposed by the mi- 
nority itself. 

At the same time If the salaries be fixed at 
an amount large enough to be tempting it is 
probable that the Democratic good nature 
will be too great to allow one or two mem- 
bers of the party to miss an opportunity. 

Gov. Deneen’s message to the legislature 
will lay emphasis on the waterway legisla- 
tion, but will contain recommendations for 
the amendment of the primary act, the safe- 
guarding of dangerous machinery in fac- 
tories, revision of school laws, extension of 
civil service, and revision of asylum laws.

DETROIT TUNNEL HELD UP 
UNTIL FACTORY IS BOUGHT. 


Michigan Central Buys Half Million 
Dollar Property to Convince Work- 
men They Won’t Be Blown Up. 


Detroit, Mich., Dec. 26.—[{Special.]—The 
Michigan Central railroad company has 
agreed to purchase the box factory of A. 
Backus Jr. & Co., at a valuation of $500,000. 

The company has had in process of con- 
struction its tunnel, which passes under the 
site of the box factory. It has been under- 
stood that the Backus company opposed the 
construction on the ground of annoyance and 
interference with its manufacturing opera- 
tions. 

Tunnel workmen, reaching iron pipes vary- 
ing from three to ten inches in diameter, in 
some way imbibed the idea that they were 
dangerous. Some of them, unaware of their 
exterior connections, whether ‘electric or 
otherwise, balked. From this arose a rumor 
of dynamite, and then there was general de- 
moralization. 

Workmen expected to be blown to bits if 
they drilled against the pipes, and work 
has been almost at a standstill for months. 

The railroad will purchase the entire plant, 
it is said, though having use for only a nar- 
row strip of the land. 


SUBTREASURY STEAL REVIVED. 


Former Teller Fitzgerald Sues Will- 
iam Boldenweck and Others for 
$50,000 Damages. 


George W. Fitzgerald, former assorting 
teller in the Chicago subtreasury, yesterday 
began sult for $50,000 against Subtreasurer 
William Boldenweck, Herbert F. Young of 
the Young Detective agency, and the Inter 
Ocean in the Superior court. The suit is 
based on the arrest of Fitzgerald last August 
upon the charge of stealing the $178,000 
which was missed from the subtreasury on 
Feb. 20, 1907. Fitzgerald was acquitted after 
the prosecution had failed to make out a case 
against him. 

The present action means that the entire 
mass of testimony will have to be repeated, 
and it is looked upon a@ probable that the de-

| MUST WAIT FINAL RULING 


.sider Justice of Penalties 
Imposed. 


' Washington, D. C., Dee. 26.—In an official 
statement issued at the White house today 
in regard to presidential interference in the 
cases of President Gompers, Vice President 
Mitchell, and Secretary Morrison of the 
American Federation of Labor, now under 
sentence for contempt of court, attention ie 
called to the fact that the cases are still be- 
fore the courts. 

The statement says that no matter what 
the president's opinion may be as to the just- 

the sentences imposed he cannot take 
any action looking to pardon or express any 
opinion as to the merits of the cases as long 
as the¥ are before the courts. The text of 
the statement follows: 

“ Various appeals have been made to the 
president to interfere by pardone in the case 
of Mr. Gompers and his associates. Those 
making the appeals are‘una@ware of the fact 
that the matter is still before the courts. 


Can Act When Decision Is Made. 

“It is a civil suit between private parties 
and there hae been no way by which the 
government could have intervened even if it 
had desired to do so, Whether the president 
does or does not think the sentence of Mr. 
Gompers and his associates excessive is not 
at present of consequence, because he cannot 
take any action or express any opinions while 
the case ig pending before the courts. 

“ When the decision is made then the pres!- 
dent- promptly can consider whether the 
terms of imprisonment are excessive or ini- 
[proper But it is, of course, impossible for 
the president to act while an appeal is pend- 
ing, for he has nothing whatever to act 
about. The courts must finish with the case 
first, and the defendants are at the present 
moment at liberty on bail. 

“If the defendants see fit to abandon their 
appeal the matter will then, of course, be 
brought before the executive, in which case 
it will receive immediate and most careful 
consideration. But the defendants have a 
perfect right to prosecute their appeal, and, 
if unsuccessful in the final court, then to ¢sk 
for a pardon or commutation. But as long 
as.they are prosecuting an appeal! the presi- 
dent has nothing to do with the matter. 


President Keeping Up with Case. 

“The president already has instructed the 
department of justice to keep him fully in- 
formed as to the progress of the case, so that 
in the event of its becoming proper for him to 
act he may have at his disposal all of the facts 
which will enable him to decide whether there 
was justification for the sentence and wheth- 
er, if there was justification for some punish- 
ment, the sentence is or is not altogether too 
severe. : 

* But at present the president has no more 
to do with the case than with the case of the 
$29,000,000 fine imposed by Judge Landis on 
the Standard Oj] company, which also is on 
appeal and concerning which the president 
also has been repeatedly asked to interfere 
by well meaning persons who did not know 
that he could not interfere while the matter 
was still before the courts on appeal.” —

WARNS AGAINST TEMPTATION 


Secretary of Japanese Army Y. M. C, 
A. to Tell of War Experiences. 


Five hundred young men, members of the 
English High-Crane Alumni association, 
were warned last night by Supt. John Whit- 
man of the bridewell that sooner or later they 
would have opportunity and inclination to 
join the criminal class. For this reason they 
were urged to cultivate right inclinations. 

“A big percentage of crimes and nearly al! 
more serious crimes are committed by young 
men,’ said Mr. Whitman: “ Most of these 
young men act criminally in direct accord- 
ance with and as a consequence of their early 
life. But the man who sins againet his better 
knowledge is not unknown to thelaw. The 
child of the gutter,.acquainted with disorder 
and inured to sin, falls into the way of offend- 
ing’ against the law asa matter of habit, but 
I tell you that to each of you will come the 
chance, the temptation, to commit a criminal 
act—an act which you realize is criminal. 
Then your training, your instincts will have 
to come to your aid. 


“No Youthful Criminals.”’ 

“There is no such thing ag the youthful 
criminal. Under the law unless malevolent 
intent is shown the prisoner usually goes 
free. Yet until recently we have classed 
children whose minds are not capable of 
grasping the scope of criminal intent to- 
gether with the intentionally and studiously 
criminal. 

“Fortunately the time is arriving when 
intelligence rules our institutions of deten- 
tion and punishment. We are endeavoring 
to show the first offender, and even the older 
criminal, that his punishment is not for re- 
venge. And it depends on whether a man 
feels that the law despises him or is willing 
to help him that he becomes better or worse.”’

Have Had a Large Field. 


Under the direction of Miss Rose Bange 
of the Visiting Nurses’ association the forty 
nurses since their appointment have dealt 
with 22,000 children in the congested dis- 
tricts. No attempt has been made to cover 
the entire city with the small corps; and 
every effort has been directed toward giving 
aid where it was needed most. 

“ Statistics show that 80 per cent of school 
population is in need of medical attention,” 
said Miss Fulmer, who has had general su- 
rpervision of the work. ‘‘ The nurses have 
proved this over and over again. They don’t 
diagnose cases, but perform what is called 
a ‘routine inspection,’ looking for things 
that are obvious—things that a teacher could 
find pt that she hasn't the time. 

‘“'4G/asense this is the most important part 
of, the whole work. They find things that 
prevent the closing of whole schools. Two 
weeks ago one of the nurses discovered a 
child that was desquamating with scarlet 
fever. She said nothing to alarm the school, 
but sent the child to a medical inspector 
and the case was attendédto. Noone was to 
blame that the child was sent back to school, 
but if he had remained probably the whole 
school would have been closed.’’

Imprisoned for Months. 

Marguerite Smith, barely 19 years of age, 
told how she had fied from her parents’ home 
in Benton Harbor, Mich., to marry Alphonso 
Citro, alias Frank Kelley, of Chicago; how 
he had placed her in a disorderly house im- 
mediately after their marriage; how she was 

risoned there for several months until 
scued by a young man who took her to the 
home of his mother and married sisters. 
' Then came phe strange incident which re- 
vealed the whole tragedy, with its exposure 
of the extension of the levee to the loop dis- 
trict. “ 

Citro, the husband, came to the house where 
his wife wae hiding from him and at the point 
of a revolver demanded of one of her aged 
protectors that she be returned to him. 

Here, however, he met unexpected resist- 
ance, was chased, arrested, and brought be- 
fore Judge Going, charged with disorderly 
conduct. 


Roe Scents White Slave Case. 

Even then he might have escaped with a 
fine, for the girl was not in court to tell the 
whole story, but by the merest chance the 
city attorney was aleo absent, and Assistant 
State’s Attorney Clifford G. Roe, the expert 
on “‘white slave’ cases, through whose 
activity the “ pandering” lew was passed 
by the last legislature, was acting as prose- 
cutor. 

Mr. Roe scented a “ white slave’’ case, 
and just as the judge was about to impose 
a fine asked that the matter go over until 
he could get the girl in court.

Kept in ctical Slavery. 

Since then until \last Thursday she never 
left the place except in the company of her 
husband. She said there were ten other 
girls in the place at present, giving the names 
of several of them, and that each was placed 
there by a man in whose company alone she 
was allowed to leave the place. 

Last Monday night, she sald, she word 
to a barber, whom she met while living at 
the State street hotel. Sam De John, 2444 
La Salle street, employed at the corner of 
State and Harrison streets. He promised 
her protection and she escaped to his moth- 
er’'s home. 

Citro appeared at the home of the De Johns 
Thursday night. The girl, however, was 
with a married daughter next door, Mrs. 
Mary Persento, and he wagallowed to search 
the house. The following day, Christmas, 
he appeared again, and threatened the senior 
DeJohn with death ff he did not produce the 
girl. At this Mrs. De John and her daught- 
ers, Mrs. Persento and Mrs. Grosso, attacked 
him and he fied. 

Then came the disorderly conduct charge, 
the sending for the girl, and his arrest on 
two serious charges under the “ pandering ” 
act.

Citro immediately swore out warrants 
against his wife and young De John, and 
when court finally adjourned the principal 
defendant had been released on $2,000 bail, 
while, though strapge irony, the girl and her 
rescuer were held in the Harrison street sta- 
tion in default of $800 bail respectively.

Only through 
the aid of charitably inclined neighbors was 
the father enabled to give the baby a Chris- 
tian burial. 

Then came the birth of the twins ten days 
ago. The climax came with the fatal illness 
of the newly born babies. In their condition 
they fell’ easy victims to pneumonia, and, 
despite the efforts of Dr. J. Eckmann of the 
Weet Side dispensary, one died last Wednes- 
day and the other the following day.

Even Austria herself or those individuals 
who today control her policy, will not choose 
war when that momentous responsibility Is 
forced upon them. The real peril, therefore, 
is in the delay, for which they are now re- 
sponsible. Spring, if it is allowed to come 
without a settlement, will see rifles going off 
of themselves. 

It would be easy to draw gloomy forebod- 
ings from “Austria’s recent attitude towards 
Turkey and other powers. There are those 
who believe Aehrenthal and his associates 
are indulging one more bluff in the hope of 
still getting the best of the diplomatic.game 
they are playing. 


One Basis of Settlement. 


Despite their recalcitrant declarations there 
is a settlement possible which even Austria 
herself may be forced to accept when it be- 
comes a choice between it and a European 
war. This is, briefly, that Austria pay Tur- 
key a moderate indemnity and Turkey cede 
a narrow strip as a connecting link between 
Servia and Monteregro. 

Austria today would reject that suggestion 
with indignation, yet the other day she al- 
lowed the impression to get abroad at Con- 
stantinople and other capitals that she was 
willing to give an indemnity to Turkey 
amounting to $10,000,000, and it is known the 
porte would accept $20,000,000. Austria, to 
be sure, has denounced the idea she would 
permit the creation of the buffer strip de- 
scribed, but her objection, if persisted in, 
would amount to a confession of her future 
ambition to push the Austrian flag to Sa- 
lonika. a thing which Burope in its present 
temper would not permit at any cost. 
Recent developments have clarified one im- 
portant feature of the situation. The fact 
has been emphasized that Italy has identified 
herself completely with the policy of Russia, 
France, and England. 


Germany’s Position in Doubt. 


The diplomatic world, moreover, is not con- 
vinced that Germany's indorsement of her 
ally’s adventure is by any means as whole 
hearted as her official utterances indicate. 
Austria's official feelings at the present mo- 
ment are, in fact, decidedly sore and she 
betrayed them freely yesterday in public 
comments upon Isvolsky's circular note to 
the powers. She accuses Russia paradox!- 
cally of seeking delay and being secretly op- 
posed to the Hurepean conference which she 
hese advocated from the first. 
Austria's sudden repudiation of the idea of 
findemnity to Turkey is said to be caused by 
the impression France can be induced to 
finance Turkey temporarily in the interests 
eace. 
“The earnest efforts of France to calm the 
rising storm have been utterly misinter- 
preted at Vienna. If it is supposed there the 
republic is willing to pay the penalties of 
Austria’s misdeeds for the sake of guaran- 
teeing peace, Aehrenthal, ina word, continues 
to show amazing and incomprehensible 
wrong-headedness regarding the whole situ- 
ation, which is the chief difficulty In the way 
of reaching a general settlement. Much, in 
fact everything, depends upon whether pri- 
vate negotiations between the powers, now to 
begin, will change his isolated point of view 
and gain at least such concessions as alone 


can avert war.

Venture in Trade Unfortunate. 

Except for her venture in trade, when she 
opened a furniture shop in Baker street.

not well known in London, and in general 
society. Her newspaper interviews have not 
attracted particular attention. 

On board the steamer which brought her 
back to England there happened to be an

BARONETS JEALOUS OF TITLES. 


Englishmen of That Rank Demand 
That They Be Addressed Other 
than “Dear Sir.” 


ROME, Dec. 26.—The fact that the Amer- 
ican ambassador, Lioyd C. Griscom, has 
given up the lease of Del Drago palace, 
where he has made his residence since com- 
ing to Rome, has given rise to various re- 
ports with regard to the ambassador's fu- 
ture intentions. 

Inquiry at the: foreign office and among 
attachés of the court indicates that it is the 
ambassador’s intention to retire from the 
diplomatic service. Indeed, it is stated on 
good authority that he has already for- 
wardet. to Washington his resignation, in 
which he declines to take office abroad after 
the retirement of President Roosevelt. 

It is understood that Mr. Griscom has In- 
formed King Victor Emmanuel and the min- 
ister of foreign affairs, Sig. Tittoni of his 
decision. Both expressed deepest regret at 
this step, but after listening to the ambassa- 
dor’s explanation they agreed with him that 
it would certainTy be to his advantage to 
return home voluntarily In his prime, so 
that he might take an active part in the po- 
litical affairs of his country. 

Mr. Griscom is known to be a close per- 
sonal friend of the president elect, and there 
is no doubt in the minde of the officials of 
the Italian government that the question 
of his retaining his diplomatic post under 
the new administration would be of his own 
choice. 


FAMILY UNAWARE OF PLANS. 

Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. 26.—The report from 
Rome indicating that Ambassador Griscom 
will retire from the diplomatic service at the 
end of President Roosevelt’s administration 
could not be confirmed tonight at the home 
of Mr. Griscom’s relatives at Haverford, a 
suburb of this city. 

Clement A. Griscom, the ambassador’s fa- 
ther,!and other members of the family left 
for Florida early this evening, but inquiry 
at the residence brought forth the state- 
ment that there were “‘rumors that: Mr. 
Griscom was coming home in March.” 

Rodman E. Griscom, the ambassador's 
brother. who resides near his father’s es- 
tate, sald tonight he had not heard that 
the ambassador intended retiring. He be- 
lieved it was the custom, he said, for am- 
bassadors to offer their resignations to new 
administrations, but he did not know whether 
his brother had done so; neither did he know 
whether he was coming home at any time 
next year. The ambassador has not been 
home for more than a year and a half, he 
said, and he would not be surprised if he did 
come home, at least for a visit. 


LIVERPOOL BEING SIDETRACKED 
BY TRANSATLANTIC VOYAGERS. 


Londoner, Believed to Be Lord North- 
cliffe, Writes That Americans Go 
Direct to Continent. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 
LONDON, Dec. 26.—While such claims as 
ose made a few weeks ago by a Belgian 

ae mae to the effect he had discovered a 
cure for cancer in all its forms are discounted 
on many grounds, there is tangible evidence 
that the researches which are being made all 
over the world surely, though slowly, are 
arousing the hope that a specific remedy 
eventually will be found, 

An interesting demonstration was given 
this week in Paris by the league against can- 
cer when Profs. Bouchard and Gaucher and 
Drs. Dominici, Wickham, Degras, and Keat- 
ing-Hart described some atriking cures by 
radium and fulguration. 

Dr. Dominici made his first experiments 
with a cancer treatment with radium in Prof. 
Gaucher’s ward at the hospital of St. Lucas. 
He treated not only superficial cancer of the 
skin but also profound tumors and cancers 
that could not be operated upon. A number 
of patients who formerly were afflicted with 
cancer and who apparently had been entirely 
cured were presented to the meeting. 


Radium Cures in Four Days. 


One case was that of a patient who had 
deep epithelioma over the upper jaw bone, 
which was treated with radium. In less than 
six weeks he was cured and the tumor 
cicatriged. The method followed was sim- 
ple. Dr. Dominici inserted a gold case con- 
taining a bulb with five millograms of bro- 
mide of radium into the a®acted tisues and 
left it there four days, with the result given. 
A woman who had a tumor on the inside of 
her lower lip was operated upon, but the 
tumor reappeared. She then was subjected 
to the radium treatment and was cured in 
seven weeks. 

Dr. Wickham and Dr. Degras showed a 
number of simple cures. They have treated 
sixty-two cases in a space of three and a half 
years. Only six have failed to be cured. In 
a few light and superficial cases of can- 
ceroids an application of one hour sufficed 
to affect a cure. 

In profound tumors the doctors applied a 
cross fire consisting of two bulbs with 
radium, whose action was converged on a 
given point, and the result has been ex- 
tremely satisfactory. In the deepest tumors, 
however, the radium was incapable of pro- 
ducing rapid improvement. In such cases 
Dr. Keating-Hart showed that an excellent 
result could be obtained by means of high 
tension electric sparks acting on canceroid 
tumors subjected to the surgeon's knife. 


Fulguration Method Shown. 


This fulguration treatment of cancer has 
given remarkable results. Several patients 
who had undergone this treatment and were 
cured were shown. One of these had a great 
tumor on the neck, upon which several sur- 
geons considered it impossible to operate. 
Dr. Tuffier cut it out piece by piece and Wr: 
Keating-Hart fulgurized it several times as 
the operation proceeded with the result tnat 
the pain vanished at once.’ The wound cica- 
trigzed with wonderful rapidity in less than 
five weeks. 

Another case was that of a man who had 
five tumors on the leg. Four of them disap- 
peared under the rays, but the fifth one be- 
came more malignant. Ap operation then 
was performed with fulguration. The pain 
at once ceaséd, a rapid cure set in, and the 
patient, whose leg had been considered lost, 
is now abie to stand on it.

GOMEZ ACCEPTABLE AS RULER 


Order from Castro Met with Ridi- 
cule in Caracas. 
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NOT AWARE OF OVERTHROW? 


Exiles Start Back on Invitation of New 
President. 


CARACAS, Dec. 26.—The- presidency of 
Juan Vicente Gomez has been recognized 
by the country at large, officially and un- 
officially, and Venesuela ie through with one 
of the most popular revolutiong in the annals 
of the republic—e revolution in which no 
blood was shed. 

The authority of President Gomes is ac- 
cepted as supreme. Even Gen. Celestino 
Castro, brother of the former president, who 
was chief of the department of Tachira, has 
turned over to the new military commander 
of that district all the arms and ammunition 
in his possession, amounting to 6,000 rifles 
and 8,000,000 rounds of ammunition. Celes- 
tino Castro’s deceptance of the new régime 
is regarded ae final and cond@lusive evidence 
that his brother is no longer a factor in 
the present situation. ' 

Cipriano Castro is being sued in the Caracas 
courts for moneys and property alleged to 
have been obtained wrongfully. Among oth- 
ers Mme. Crespo, widow of former Presi- 
dent Joaquin Crespo, has brought actioneto 
recover two years’ renta}) of the Miraflores 
palace in Caracas. This beautifyl building 
was erected by her husband when he was 
president, and it has been used by Ciprian® 
Castro since his triumphal entry into Cara- 
cas nine years ago. These various actions 
probably wil? result im Castro losing property 
to the value of $2,000,000 in Venezuela. 


Castro Order Meets Ridicule. 

The cattle monopoly maintained for so 
many years by Cipriano Castro has been 
abolished, and the press has been given its 
freedom. All the political prisoners except- 
ing the men connected with the recent plot 
to assassinate President Gomez have been 
freed, and the president has settled the 
boundary dispute with Colombia. 

José de J. Paul, minister of foreign affairs 
in the Castro cabinet, has just received a 
dispatch from Castro at Berlin reading as 
follows: ' 

Declare the Dutch warships pirates. Suspend 
the payments to the powers under the Washin; ‘on 
protocols. I am forwarding you a solution of the 
difficulty. 

This communication has been received here 
with ridicule.* 


Castro Unaware of Overthrow? 

The government has in its possession an- 
otheg cablegram from Castro, which would 
seem to indicate that the former president 
is not. aware of his overthrow. This mes- 
eage reads: 

If a Dutch warship again appears at La Guaira 
make an attack on one side with three of our ships. 


A decree has been issued permitting the 
Aransshipment of merchandise at Trinidad, 
opening navigation on the Meta river, and 
abolishing the salt transportation monopoly. 
President Gomez has moved into Miraflores 
palace. Students today burned Castro's pic- 
ture which hung in the Vargas hospital. 

F. R. Bartlett, representative of the New 
York and Bermudez Asphalt company, has 
arrived and opened offices. It was this com- 
pany that the civil courts condemned to pay 
a fine of $5,000,000 to the Venezuelan govern- 
ment because of alleged complicity in the 
Matos revolution. This decision later was 
confirmed by the Court of Cassation. 


EXILES START FOR HOME. 

New York, Dec. 26.—Cheers and Venesuelan 
flags speeded the steamer Maracaibo when 
it swung out from its plier today, bearing 
Gen. Nicolas Rolando, Gen. Ramon Ayala, 
Gen. Felix Ampard, and other exiles of the 
Castro régime, on their way back to Ven- 
ezuela. They went at the special invitation 
of the new head of thé republic. Juan Vicente 
Gomez, to assist in the new order of things 
governmental. 

Both the men and women of New York's 
Venezuelan colony, with a considerable 
aprinkling of other Spanish-American resti- 
dents of this city and vicinity, were at the 
plier to bid the distinguished exiles farewell.

‘Trish Education Bill. 

On top of this came the education bill. 
This measure sought to right a grievance 
which is keenly felt by the main body of the 
Liberal party—namely: the dissenters. At- 
tempt after attempt has been made to meet 
the grievance. The first already has been 
alluded to—namely: the education bill, which 
was rejected by the house of lords in 1°06. 
This last attempt was the fourth that has 
been made in the present parliament, and it 
seemed as if at last the way out had been 
found, the archbishop of Canterbury having 
entered into friendly negotiations with the 
government, and having accepted most of its 
terms. 7 . 

The attempt failed, largely, I may say, in 
passing, owing to the determined opposition 
of the Irish party; and then there swept 
over the Liberal party that wave of rage and 
despair—the rage and the despair of a giant, 
strong, and yet impotent—to which I alluded 
as the beginning of this communication. 
These feelings were stimulated by the sense 
that the government apparently had no in- 
tention of doing anything; the leaders were 
going to take it lying down—as every dis- 
contented end vehement Liberal began to 
say with one accord. 

This was held to be bad politics as well 
as poor courage, for Liberals contended that 


_the people in the constituencies, who have 


not the patience or frigid temper of politi- 
cians accustomed to meet each other daily 
and conscious of how much easier it is to be 
heroic outside than inside the parliamentary 
machine—the Biberals contended that the 
people in the constituencies would feel noth- 
ing but contempt for the ministry. 


Nation Waits Premier’s Speech. 

You now see the different factors that cre- 
ated the storm. The first symptom of rage 
was a round robin to the prime minister, 
signed by moré than 200 Liberals, which 
called for prompt and decisive action against 
the house of lords. At the same time the 
day approached when Asquith was to be 
solemnly entertained at the National ‘Liberal 
club by the Liberal hosts and congratulated 
on his skill and courage in piloting the licens- 
ing bill through the house of commons. 

All events thus combined to give this speech 
immense interest; rarely for years has a 
speech been more eagerly awaited; rarely 
have events of import depended so much on 
the utterance of one man. Asquith spoke 
with his usual massive imperturbability. A 
Yorkshireman, with something of the 
brugqueness, shyness, and frigidity of man- 
ner} which are the time honored character- 
istics of that type of Englishman, Asquith 
rarely stirs an audience to/ervor. He has 
none of the electric thrills which were in the 
oratory of Gladstone or Bright; in this re- 
spect he is inferior even to Lloyd George, who 
has the Celt’s imaginative and emotional! gifts 
of stirring men to their depths. 

Clear, cold, as limpid and as lucid is A 
rustic stream in midsummer, with also some- 
thing of the self-confident and self-restrained 
strength of some natural portent, with a 
diction that is at once simple and sonorous, 
Asquith can state a great case greatly, i? not 
emotionally. And that was the characterdf 
his speech at the National Liberal club. 


Asquith Has Liberal Favor. 

What was its effect, and what was it in 
effect? I dropped into the National Liberal 
club within a half an hour or so after it had 
been delivered and I found in the crowded 
smoking room in that palatial and spacious 
club innumérable groups of Liberal members 
of parliament; and there were as many 
opinions as there were groups. The general 
sense was one of relief and encouragement, 
but there was a strong minority that still re- 
fused to be comforted, and thought an imme- 
diate dissolution was the only safe and honest 
and possible answer to the insulte of the 
house of lords. 


Majority Will-Aid Premier. 


But the majority of Liberalse—apart from 
the personal and selfish reasons for main- 
taining their own party in power—will, I 
believe, honestly take the opposite view and 
support Asquith’s policy. That policy is to 
bring in the next session a budget which will 
be an open and defiant challenge to the lords. 
The chancellor of the exchequer, face to face 
with gigantic demands and shriveled revenue, 
will pave recourse to direct taxation and will 
make a further and even bigger raid on what 
your president would call the predatory rich 
men. There will be an increase of the income 
tax on big revenues; there will be an increase 
of the death duties on vast fortunes; there 
will be'a.tax on ground values—a practically 
novel tax in England. There will, of course, 
be no tax on foreign manufactures, still less 
on wheat or cattle. 

Now the Tory party is mainly for tariff re- 
form, which means a protectionist party. 
The house of lords is probably even more pro- 
tectionist than the Tory party in the com- 
mons. The lords will then be brought face 
to face with a direct challenge to their opin- 
ions, and it is a challenge which at the same 
time they cannot accept without extreme 
danger to their whole future. 


Commons Supreme on Finance. 


The house of commons is supreme over 
finance; that is an ingrained and fun- 
damental fact of the British constity- 
tion. . But the lords have the power— 
in theory rather than in practice—of 
rejecting the budget as a whole, though they 
cannot amend it in even the smallest particy- 
lar. If they were tempted into rejecting the 
budget as a whole that would be a challenge 
so daring, so novel, 80 revolutionary, I may 
say, that no Liberal government could dare 
to refuse it, which means thaf if the lords 
pursue this course the general election would 
come in the spring of next year. 

The extreme tariff reformers, anxious to 
commit their party and above all Balfour, 
who is a suspect, to tariff reform, believing. 
moreover, that this period of enormous trade 
depression is just the opportune moment to 
commit the country also to protection, are 
said to be ready to urge this desperate step on 
the lords, ,I think the Englishmen of ag)) 
classes are 80 cautious and so much the ger- 
vants of tradition, convention, and compro- 
mise that such a revolutionary policy wij) 
not be adopted. 

But then comes the next step of the Liberal 
ministry. If the present temper of the Lib- 
eral party continues they will find it dimcult 
to postpone the fight with the lords much, 
longer. They probably will have to bring 
in a bill on the same lines as the resolution 
curtailing the powers of the house of I-25. 

The Irish party will be glad of dissolution 
as soon as the new land bill is passed. The 
party will then have got all it can out of this 
ministry, and the sooner it is changed the 
better for the Irish. Eithér the Liberals will 
come back strong enough to defy the house 
of lords and then can carry home rule in 
spite of the lords, or the Tories will come back 
in probably reduced strength and depeiitent 
on the Irish party for their existence, and 
then they also will have to deal with the

Constantinople Writer Tells of 
Dangers to Liberty in 
Moslem Land. 


MANY RACES A MENACE.| 


Thousands of ‘Spies and Petty 
Tyrants, Out of Jobs, 
Stir Trouble.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 22.—A month 
ago the-ballot box was opened and it is still 
open, and no one can tell how long it will 
remater’ so, 
nowadays but voting, with t ceremony 
and pomp. One must be here Wrealize what 
it means—the ballot in this easy going and 
slow moving orient. 

Business is almost at a standstil) and the 
narrow streets of this old Byzantine capital 
are filled with crowds of cosmdpolitan orient- 
als watching the ession carrying ballot 
boxes to the sublime porte. 

The most interesting and picturesque scene . 
Was witnessed this noon, when the voters 
of the Pera district of Constantinoplg walked 
to the sublime porte to “ ¢ffer "’ their ballot 
box to the grand vizier and the entire min- 
istry, Over 50,000 Turks and Armenians took 
part in the procession, the Greeks boycotting 
it, for the Hellenes and the Young Turks 
have been quarreling for two weeks. 

The head of the procession was a little 
Turkish boy, dressed like Mohammed, the 
prophet, mounted on a camel, gaily adorned; 
then the Ottoman band followed by a flowery 
ballot carriage, much like one may see in 
western carnivals. Two littl Armenian 
boys, im red and a tiny, bright eyed Turkish 
girl in white, holding the box in their hands, 
smile right and left, amidst the cheers and 
shouting of “‘ Long live liberty!"" Moham- 
medan and Christian clergymen wore their 
ecclesiastical robes, school boys and girls 
and all the voters carried red and green flags, . 
with star and crescent,and an immense crowd 
watched them all. tT saw many moved to 
tears. Everybody sang the “song of lib- 
erty.” 

Delivery of Ballot Box. | 

In the west balcony of the sublime porte 
were Kiamil Pasha—the grand vizier—the 
ministry, and other dignitaries of the Otto- 
man empire, when the procession approached. 
With much ceremony the ballot box was de- 
livered to the grand vizier, while the crowd . 
shouted: “ Yashassin huriat, adalet mos- 
sarat!’* (Hurrah for liberty, justice, and 
equality!). Addresses were made by a Turk- 
ish priest, an Armenian clergyman, and a 
Young Turk. While the latter was speaking 
a riot almost was precipitated by the Greeks 
present. In strong terms the Young Turk 
criticised the Greeks, who organized a mon- 

ter demonstration on Sunday last. He called 

e ballot bpy cotters friends of the old régime 
and. spies. ;Finally he was compelled to stop 
his flery remarks. 

This procession was followed by several 
others. Each ballot box “ float,”’ as we should 
call it, was preceded by a military band and 
escorted by a detachment of troops. While’ 
one of the processions was passing before 
the Imperial Ottoman bank a Turkish wom- 
an abused the manifestants and the troops ac- 
companying them. She immedigtely wasar- 
rested. 

Up to date hardly one-half of the deputies 
to the Ottoman parliament have been elect- 
ed and much dissatisfaction exists between 
various races. The lack of general -educa- 
tion, inexperience, and historical, traditional, 
and *“* national ’’ differences and antagonisms 
between heterogeneous elements are obvious 
hindrances to progress and harmony. The 
Ottoman empire comprises in itself a pop- 
ulation of 30,000,000, of whom 6,000,000 are 
in European Turkey. Sixteen millions are 
in Asiatic Turkey and 8,000,000in Africa. In 
Africa and Arabia the population is almost 
entirely Mohammedan, while in other parts 
of the empire Christians are believed—in the 
absence of a reliable census—to form the 
majority. 

Each Race Has Different Ambitions. 

Each of the nations, races, or whatever 
they may be classed, has cherished for cen- 
turies different ambitions, supported diverse 
interests antagonistic to each other. 

The Greeks hate the Bulgars, and have re- 
sumed the old war against them. A class 
of Heilenes here and abroad cherish In their 
hearts the cream of, the reé@stablishment of 
the old Byzantine empire, under the realm 
of King George. The Servian Macedonians 
are looking forward to the union with Servia, 
and the Macedonian Bulgars towards Bul- 
garian kingdom. The Albanians show signs 
of revolt with a program for independence. 
And all the Christian-nationalities resent the 
proposals brought forward for a reorganiza- 
tion of the educational system of the empire 
on the basis of the Turkish language as a 
common medium of instruction. 7 all these 
nationalities, or a number of them, present 
projects or cherish “ separatist ’’ ambitions, 
no pariiament or stetesman will be able to 
assimilate them into one Ottoman people. 

The Moslem religion means fatalism, gross 
fanaticism. It is out of accord with the prin- 
ciples of a-constitutional form of govern- 
ment, and so long as religion remains asa 
part of the state, the safety of liberty is at 
stake. Nowhere in the Koran is an elective 
government approved. Nowhere has a Mos- 
lem constitutional government existed. But 
so far the Young Turks I have seen here are 
hopeful. They think that the greatest 
change, a8 a consequence of the new régime, 
will be the abolition of the religious question 
and the divorce of the Moslem religion from 
the state. 

This is, of course, a happy radicalism. 
But is the Moslem prepared to meet the 
change? Is it possible to abolish the institu- 
tion of Sheik-~al-Islam and many other 
things, which have madfg the Turkish his- 
tory? I doubt it. 

It is about six; months since a eenstitu- 
tional form of government became a fact 
here, yet the Christians in prownces are sub- 
jected to the persecutions of the old régime. 
The news published abroad is Constantino- 
ple news, not Turkish. The real situation 
in the empire is unseen or neglected. A si- 
lent reactionary movement is in progress. 
and for the present no one can tell what 
scenes we may witness in the near future in 
this capital. It is obvious that all the ex- 
officeholders are combining to fight for their 
private interests. 


Thousands of Spies Out of Work. 

Six thousand spjes in this city alone have 
been out of work since the constitution was 
granted. The number of spies in the empire 
is enormous, and these men, deprived of their 
fat incomes, eagerly are looking forward toa 
reéstablishment of the old régime. Moderate- 
ly speaking, more than 4,000 officials, who 
till a few months ago were petty tyrants and 
despots in their localities, have been dis- 
missed since the Young Turks came into 
power. 

Are all these mischief doers of the past 
to stay inactive? Notetall. I have learned 
on an excellent authority that the represen- 
tatives of the old régime &lready have es- 
tablished their headquarters in Athens: 
under the leadership of Munir Pasha, the 
ex-Turkish ambassador to Paris, one of the 
shrewdest and ablest maniptilators of the 
Turkish spies. Following the steps of the 
Young Turks, this Old Turk organization 
has started a system of communication with 
all its fellow sympathizers in the empire. 
An organ of agitation is soon to be published. 

The efforts of the Young Turks to extra- 
dite from G these leaders of reaction- 
ary movement have failed, just as the Old 
Turks were unable to get hold of the Young 
Turks when these patriots took refuge in 
France and began their agitation for liberty. 
It was reported here yesterday that a group 
of reactionary tnsurgents were disbanded in 
Macedonia. The army in European Turkey 
is jealously watching the liberty so far won.

Kaiser Probably Feels Necessity of Sub- 
duing His Personality. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

BERLIN, Dec. 26.—The German kaiser 
will make his anxiously awaited first ap- 
pearance before his people since the late un- 
pleasantness when he comes to town from 
Potsdam next Friday for the New Year 
festivities at the royal castle, —~ 

The emperor has not been seen in Berlin 
since Nov. 21. During this interval of six 
weeks William Il. has succeeded in carrying 
out a policy of self-suppression wholly with- 
out parallel in his strenuous career. There 
is a great popular interest as to how he looks 
and feels. All classes of the public are burn- 
ing with curiosity to know whether the stern 
rebuke which he suffered at the nation’s 
hands really has chastened him as much as 
ig generally understood, 

If the kaiser adheres to his customary hab- 
— New Year's day the man in the street 
will have plenty of opportunity of observing 
him, for he spends most of the day dashing. 
about in a motor car leaving huge visiting 
cards With ambassadors and other digni- 
taries. He also is accustomed to walk sev- 
eral blocks along Unter den Linden from 
the castle to the arsenal, where his annual 
conference with the commanding generals 
takes place behind closed doors. 


Public Duties Well Performed. 

The kaiser’s inveterate critics admit that 
he has given an exceedingly good account 
of himself since the cyclone struck him. No- 
body can tell what has been happening pri- 
vately. Of that the public knows nothing 
save that the kaiser has been scrupulously 
reserved and correct in everything of an offi- 
clal character. His strict attendance upon 
his imperial duties at Potsdam without even 
sO much as an automobile trip into Berlin 
for the theater of an evening, his written 
speech in the Berlin city hall Nov. 21, his 
cancellation of the spectacular torchlight 
procession by the Berlin university students 
on his forthcoming birthday anniversary, 
Jan. 27; his prosaic telegram regarding the 
launching of the newest Dreadnought at 
Posen, in which he referred to his navy as 
intended for the defense of home waters; 
his reception of the American professors in 
the presence of his foreign secretary ana 
the American ambassador—aly these things 
have been noted and interpreted as signs of 
a newly turned leaf. 

Here and there one encounters the belief 
that his majesty is “‘ playing ‘possum ” with 
the country—that after it has been lulledinto 
the peaceful conviction that he has re- 
formed he will gradually retrace his steps 
until he has returned again to his old time 
autocratic ways. 


Knows When He’s Squelched. 

Probably this is wha@lly a short sighted 
conception. The kaiser knows full well the 
eyes of the country areupon him. Heknows 
the nation has many who will criticise him 
without reserve and that in all probability 
popular anger will flame forth afresh with 
aggravated fury the moment he supplies 
provocation. His balance sheets, so far, re- 
veal only the loss of much of his popularity. 
He has not been left with the slightest doubt 
that the next reckoning up might disclose 
the loss of his throne itself. 

The interview given by Count von Berns- 
torff, the new German ambassador to the 
United States, on his arrival in New York 
has been fully produced in the German press 
and has elicited universally favorable com- 
ment. It is noted as a significant sign ofa 
new era that the ambassador in his inaugural 
greeting to the American people emphasized 
his character as the representative of the 
German nation rather than as the persona! 
emissary of the kalser.

Exposition of Aeroplanes and 
Other Flying Machines 
Draws Crowds. 


WRIGHT HERO OF THEDAY 


 Delagrange Shares the Great 
Honors with the, Young ‘In- 


ventor from Ohio.

PARIS, Dec, 26.—It was a happy inspira- 
tién to open the first aeronautic salon on the 
day of Christmas eve, and as a result the 
Grand Palais was crowded to suffocation all 
day Thursday and probably will be for some 
days to come. There were many thousands 
of persons in Paris who never have seen an 
airship, and the next best thing to seeing 
Wilbur Wright flying about in an aeroplane 
is seeing an aeroplane itself. 

President Fallieres informally opened the 
exhibit at 1 o’clock Thursday morning, but 
he was followed and preceded by such large 
crowds that it is hardly possible he got a 
chance to see much, and if he wants to study 
the aeroplanes he wil] have to go later dur- 
ing the salon’s last days. 

One large dirigible balloon suspended high 
overhead runs across the entire breadth of 
the Grand Palais, but most of the airships 
bang birdiike. 

Unfortunately Wilbur Wright's aeroplane 
was not in position when the exhibition 
opened, but Hart O. Berg worked away all 
day and the second day of the exhibition, 
and it now is ready to beseen. Inspite of the 
fact that nothing but the motor was visible 
of the Wright aeroplane during the greatest 
_part of Thursday it was impossible to get 
a glimpse of the stand without waiting sev- 
eral minutes, the crowd was so great. 


Wright Himself Not Present. 

The mechanics are busy on the stand put- 
ting together the different pieces of the 
machine, which is a full sized copy of 
Wright’s own model. There is a four cylin- 
der engine built by Barrucaud of Paris from 
Wright's own design. 

Wilbur Wright himself was not at the show 
on the first day, and President Fallieres ex- 
pressed to Berg his regret that he could not 
congratulate the aeronaut personally on his 
achievements. 

The Bleriot exhibit is popular. This in- 
ventor showed his biplane and his new mod- 
els of monoplanes, as yet untried, with which 
he hopes to do,great things. The features 
of the new Bleriot biplane are highly inter- 
esting. The machine is on a supporting sur- 
face of sixty-five square yards, to which must 
be added six square yards of balancing 
wings fitted at the saclas. The motor is a 
forty horse power Antoinette engine, driving 
> by chain transmission a four bladed pro- 
peller, giving 480 revolutions a minute. Two 
rear auxiliary planes, having a total sur- 
face of twenty-four square feet, are placed 
on each side of the steering apparatus, which 
is a striking novelty and will create a great 
sensation. 

The Delagrange machine is better known 
to the public than most others, and yet it 
attracted great interest, and the crowd also 
hovered about Farman’sstand. The Breguet 
gyroplane, of the same type as the one 
which was tried with little success last sum- 
mer, is near this. 

The dirigible balloon which is hanging in 
the main hal! is the Bayard-Clement air- 
ship, ‘*‘ Ville de Bordeaux.” 


Praxprin’s Machine Is Light. 

Another important exhibit is that of Es- 
nault Praxprin. The successful flights made 
at Buc, near Versailles, by this inventor 
will be remembered. The chief feature of 
this machine, which is of the single plane 
type, is its extreme lightness, the body being 
of aluminium and wood, covered with thin 
gutta percha cloth. A twenty-five horse 
power five cylinder motor and a four bladed 
propeller are in front, the aviator’s seat being 
placed in the main body of the aeroplane. 

One of the most interesting exhibits is that 
of M. Ader's Avion, which has been brought 
from its place in the Lity museum. This 
ancestor of the modern aeroplane was 1n- 
vebted fifteen years ago, but at that time 
the military authorities laughed at Ader, 
although he succeeded in flying some dis- 
tance. Utterly discotraged, Ader destroyed 
all his paper. The subsequently successful! 
aeroplanes have proved, however, the cor- 
rectness of his theories. 


Wright Escapes a Plot. 

LE MANS, France, Dec. 26.—Just before 
making a flight today Wilbur Wright, the 
American aerop.anist, discovered that some 
one had filled the oil box of his aeroplane with 
gasoline. The discovery probably prevented 
a serious accident. Subsequently Mr. Wright 
gave a remarkable exhibition in the presence 
of a large number of spectators, including M. 
Barthou, the minister of public works.

Happenings of 1908 on Dia- 
mond Will Live Forever” 
i in Game’s History. 


GAME ECLIPSES POLITICS. 


Presidential Campaign Arouses 
Interest Only After Pen- 
nant Races Are Over. 


BY L. E. SANBORN. 

The thirty-third year of organized baseball 
will be remembered by American citizens 
of 1908 as long as they live, and will stand 
out vividly in the game's history as long as 
it is read. 

The diamond year which énds with this 
week was remarkable not so much for any 
single or serfés of record breaking perform- 
ances ‘by individuals or teams as for the 
sensational campaigns for. championships 
waged not only in both National and Ameri- 
can leagues but in many of the minor leagues 
as well. In fact, none of the important per- 
formances of record in other years was 
wiped out in 1908, yet in a general way every- 
thing in the line of records was broken by 
the two major leagues alone. 

For the first time in its history the United 
States was treated to the phenomenal spec- 
tacle of a national campaign for the election 
of the highest officials waiting patiently 
until a couple of campaigns for strips of 
bunting worth intrinsically $40 apiece were 
finished before the citizens would take their 
usual interest in polities. This extraor- 
dinary situation, which was 4 matter of com- 
ment from coast to coast, could be brought 
about only by extraordinary circumstances, 
and that is a feeble adjective to apply to the 
baseball campaigns of 1908. 


Closest Finishes in History. 

Nothing like the Interest created by the 
finish fights in the National and American 
leagues hasebeen recorded in previous years. 
No National league team ever won a& pen- 
nant more brilliantly than did Chicago's 
Cubs, who were compelled to stake every- 
thing on the result of a single game twice 
within the space of five days—ohce when they 
met and defeated Pittsburg in this city in 
the final game of their schedule, and again 
when they were hustled across a thousand 
miles and triumphed over New York in the 
famous battle of Oct. 8, risking their lives 
at the hands of a frenzied, hostile mob which 
had been led to believe the Giants were 
being robbed of the pennant. . 

No American league team ever lost a pen- 
nant more brilliantly than did Chicago's 
White Sox, who were counted out of the race 
absolutely five days before the season closed 
in the west, yet fought so gamely that they 
met Detroit on the last day of their sched- 
ule with an even chance to win the cham- 
pionship, only to lose it in a way that broke 
more hearts than their own. 

The campaigns in both major leagues were 
so close that it was impossible to pick even 
a probable winner out of three different clubs 
in the National league one week before the 
finish, nor from four different clubs in the 
American league at the same distance from 
the wire. Chicago, New York, and Pitts- 
burg finished so closely bunched that the 
Cubs were victors by the narrowest possible 
margin, while Giants and Pirates. ended in 
a deadlock for second place, 

Four Clubs in American Race. 

Detroit, Cleveland, and Chicago wound up 
their fight in that order, but so congested was 
the finish that a victory for the Sox on the 
final day would have put them in first place 
instead of third and would have relegated the 
Tigers to the latter spot, while Clevetand’s 
victory In its last game of the season enabled 
Lajoie’s men to sandwich themselves between 
the two final pennant contenders. A week 
before St. Louis, which finished fourth, had 
been counted as a pennant contender, al- 
though an outsider. 

It was so airtight at the end that the own- 
ers of six different clubs were compelied to 
make preliminary preparations for piaying 
the world’s series on their grounds, and when 
the championships finally were decided, there 
was not time left to provide for the big event 
without occasioning a great deal of complaint 
in both of the contending cities. 

The Wictory of the Cubs made them three 
times champions of the National league, an 
honor which has been Chicago’s once before 


under Anson’s régime and which is shared 
only by Boston, Baltimore, and Pittsburg of

J. F. Crowley of the 
Irish-American Athletic tlub, who won the 
Yonkers Marathon race last Thanksgivirz 
day, finished second in 2:45:12%, and i 
Clarke, Xavier A. A, was third in 2:47:22%. 

Crowley won the Yonkers race in 2:44:35, 
over a road which was almost ankle deep in 
mud, but the course today was for the great- 
er part covered with frozen snow and its slip- 
pery condition marks Maloney’s work as a 
wonderful performance. Maloney ran in the 
Yonkers race, but he fainted after going 
twenty-five miles. 


Maloney Is New Luminary. 


Maloney came from» County Clare, Ireland, 
three years ago, and has been in training 
three months. He is 23 years old, and was 
one of the Trinity club’s team which won 
the junior cross country championship in 
Celtic park six weeks agor

Johnson Is the Champion, 

Jeff is, in my opinion, the greatest men 
the ring ever saw and it’s a shame he can't 
be talked into meeting Johnzon, as he would 
beat him easily, Iam sure. But Jeff told me 
only last week he would never train again,and 
I don’t think be will. Now the only thing 
left for the public to do is to accept the best 
man that is in the ring today, and Johnson 
hag proved by beating Burns easily that he ts 
the champion of the world today. It'shard to 
accept a black man asthe champion, but what 
are you going to do if you want to be fair 
and honest? 4 

Who can beat Johnson? There's no one in 
plain sight. Johnson showed in his fight with 
Burns he is a big, clever fellow and hasevery- 
thing that goes to make upa champion. As I 
see it, he is another Peter Jackson. He is al- 
most as big ae Jackson and fights about the 
gaine way, | should judge. 


Kaufmann Might Improve. 
I am trying to figure out who we have 
4 enough to get this championship, but 
outside of Al Kaufmann I can’t see any one, 
and he will have to get much faster to have 
a lookin with Johneon. But he is young 
and might come through ali right. 

One thing is sure, public opinion makee 
the champion, and when you are champion 
in the eyes of the people you are then the real 
and only champion. It’s a bitter hard pill for 
the American people to swallow. They al- 
ways will be looking for some American 
boy to beat Jack and all that, but the public 
wilh say the best man before us today is this 
same Johnson.

The short end than in tle bet 
ting invariably came out to the good. 

Titles changed hands during tlie period 
and there etill is a good chance for another, 
for I am writing this article for Taz Trinuns 
readers on the Pacific coast and the great 
contest between Tommy Burns and Jack 
Johnson has not yet been fought. ThisI will 
discuss by wire in another column. 

One tithe—the middleweight championship— 
was transferred twice, but, contrary to al] 
customs, it was lost and regained by the same 
man, Stanley Ketchel.

into the hands of Bat'ing Nelson. and the 
Dane's tactics put it out of danger of being 
transferred again, for he absolutely refused

Attel Leads the Feathers. 


The featherweight title wae pickled by Abe 
Attel several years ago and the little Jew hae 
maintained a front rank position ever since, 
although Owen Moran and Freddie Weich,. 
the. two little Englishmen, today share the | 
right to the premiership in the featherweight 
class with Abe. Welch is really 4 legitimate 

eight. He fought in that division be- 
fofe he came to America, but he is able teget 
down several pounds under the 133 mark.. 
Owen Moran, who has grown heavier since 
setting foot in Uncle Sam’s domain, ts grad~ 
vally developing into the lightweight class 
himgelf and probably never will again be seen 
im the ring at 122 pounds. 

Jem Driscoll, another Engtish lad, prom-. 
ises to step in to fill the bill, however, and if 
he continues to improve, or rather to show the 
form that he did in the east in two fights 
he has been seen in, Attel’s crown is more 
than liable to pass into the foreigners’ hands 
and for the first time in many years of pugi- 
listic history an Englishman will be at t 
top of the world’s ladder among the smaller 


men. 
_ Busy Year for Nelson. 


With the featherweights out of the way, , 
we come to the lightweights. The 133 pound 
boys have been an unusually busy lot during 
1208. The biggest surprise, of course, 
furnished by Batling Nelson. The Dane 
started off the year badly. He was pitted 
against Boer Unholz and. barely got a draw. 
decision. Then he fought Britt ten rounds, 
Few of his closest friends dreamed that he , 
would come back and beat Gans. But hedid 
and so decisively that the old master was 
declared pugilistically dead. 
The betting on the first Gans-Nelson fight, 
which ended in a victory for the Dane in 
seventeen rounds, was so one sided that there 
was little money bet. The Battler’s friende 
wanted too big odds to wagrant the placing 
of much money on the colored lad. There was 
nothing to the fight but Nelson. e put it . 
all over the champion and annexed the title 
with almost as little trouble as Tommy 
Burns did the heavyweight championship. 
The cry then went up that Gans was out of 
cordition and the public fell for the story. 
Another scrap was arranged, and once more 
Nelson pounded the great colored lad, that 
was, into Insensibility. There no longer was 


- 


any doubt. Neilson surely was king of the 
lightweights All dope had been turned 
topsy turvy. 


McFarland Has Ambition. 

With these two battles recorded in history, 
the activity in the lightweight division re- 
solved itself into challenges and battles ve- 
tween the second class men, or rather the 
boys, who entertained hopes of getting Nel- 
son into the ring tn short bouts. 

Packey McFarland was the most active 
of the lot. He hounded the Dane around thé 
country, ever demanding a bout limited to 
six, twenty, or twenty-five rounds. But 
Nelson refused to listen to anything but « 
forty-five round battle, and said that would 
have to come after he had finished writing a 
book about himself. . 

While McFariand was making a talk over 
the country Freddie Welch-slipped in and 
now is looked upon as the next opponent of 
Nelson, providing the Battler doeg not make 
good his promise and retire. Leach Cross, 
Tommy Murphy, “Cyclone” Thompson, 
Dick Hyland, and Johnny Summers are other 
lightweights who have given fair accounts of 
themselves during the year. None of them, 
mgd looks to be in Nelson's class.

Welters Are Mediocre. 


Passing from the lightweights to the wek 
terweights, one becomes lost to say any~ 
thing. If there ever was a neglected division 
of fighters it is the welters. The year of 
1908 brought out no new man in the Ist. 
Jack Blackburn probably is the most active 
among the four or five ordinary fighters 
who climb into the ring at the wélterweight 
figures. Blackburn did most of his work 
during the year in fighting centers where 
bouts were limited to six to tem rounds, 
Mike (Twin) Sullivan, Harry Lewis, and 
Jimmy Gardner also appeared at different 
times, but their work was so ordinary that 
it is searcely entitled to notice in the review 
of the year. 

The middleweights were the rost active 
lot on the pugilistic calendar. Surprises 
were almost @s numerous as battles. Of 
course, the biggest bomb that burst during 
the year was at ‘Frisco, Thanksgiving day, 
when Stanley Ketchel won back the world’s 
middleweight title from Billy Papke. 


Ketchel-Papke Series. 


When Papke and Ketchel first met at Mik 
waukee the odds were on Ketchel and he 
won, but the margin of victory was narrow. 
They were matched again at Los Angeles 
and Ketchel was a 2 to 1 favorite Why, 
Papke was thought to be so far outclassed 
that he was never picked as a winner except 
by his warmest admirers. Everybody recol- 
lects the outcome of that battle. Papke beat 
Ketchel to within an inch of his career. He 
hammered the Grand Rapids wonder around 
the ring unmercifully and so far outclassed 
him’ that when they were matched for the 
third battle Papke was a prohibitive favor- 
ite. I was one of the surprised when the 
battle was over. Inetead of Ketchel being 
outclassed, this time he made Papke look 
liket as selling’ plater. The whole pugilistic 
world was handed one of the biggest sur- 
prises in the history of the ring game. 

The. importance of the encounters between 
Ketchel and Papke really overshadowed aj) 
the others. Papke had a couple of ten round

QUALITY OF EVENTS COUNTS. 


City Plays Important Part in New 
-York-Paris Run. 


BY C. G. SINSABAUGH. 

Into no other yedr in the history of motor- 
ing were so many competitive events crowd- 
éd than in the one just closing, and directly 
on the firing line has been Chicago, the 
“ biggest toad in the puddle,” to use a slang 
expression. 

Chicago may not have held any Vander- 
bilt cup race or have been “ jollied ” by hav- 
ing the Glidden tour pass through here, but 
it can rest content on its record, which is 
the brightest of any city with any motoring 
pretensions at all, for what it lacked in mul- 
tiplicity of events it more than made up in 
quality, for here it was that several of the 
most original competitions ever concocted 
for automobiles were developed and put into 
execution. : 


light this year in March, when the New York- 
Paris race passed through this city. Ordi- 
narily it would have been a case of “ here 
she comes, there she goes,”” but the blizzard 
that raged through the west that time made 
Chicago the center of interest In the race 
for a good two weeks, in which time the New 
York-Paris racers ‘vainly were struggling to 
get here from just across the line in Indiana. 
The battle with the elements is well remem- 
bered, especially because of the snow battles 
which the local motorists fought to give aid 
to the racers. 


Chicago Plays Important Role. 


The triumphal entry into Chicago of the 
Thomas Flyer, the American representative 
driven by Montague Roberts; the banquet 
given the racers by the Chicago Automobile 
club, and two Chicago men, Emanuel Las- 
caris om the French De Dion and W. Snyder 
on the German Protos, joining in the race 
here, are all fresh in the minds of Chicagoans. 

How the Thomas beat its rivals to San 
Francisco, sailed to Alaska only to find that 
country impassable, then returned to Seattle 
to ciscover the others had gone, is remem- 
bered, too. From a distance Chicago fol- 
lowed the race and read of the struggle 
from Vladivostok to Paris between the 
‘Thomas and Protos. -The German was first 
into Paris by four days, but the race was 
given to the Thomas because of it having 
gone into Alaska and because the Protos 
was shipped clear from Idaho to Vladivostok 
instead of going most of the way under its 
own power as did the Thomas. The official 
time for the 20,000 mile journey was 169 
days 2 hours. 

Following on the heels of the international 
race came the attempt of the Chicago Motor 
club to hold its hill climb at Algonquin in 
May, but which had to be postponed to Au- 


hill climb did take place the local fans were 
more than recompensed for the delay by 
the brilliancy of the events. The Algonquin

to the car making,the best total time up the 
two hills. F. W. Leland in the Stearns six 
cylinder car was the winner of this trophy, 
smashing the Phillips hill record, while the 
honors on Perry hill were divided between 
the Knox and the Apperson. 


Rim Test Is Unique Event. 


Sandwiched in between the hill climb 
and the 1,000 mile reliability run of the Chi- 
cago Motor club in November, was a de- 
mountable rim test over the Elgin-Aurora 
course, the first of the kind ever held and 
which was won by the Diamond demounta- 
ble rim. The technical co ittee of the Chi- 
cago Motor club, David Beecroft, F. E. Ed- 
wards, and Berne Nadall, originated this 
i yollowing this came another original idea, 
the team reliability match between the Chi- 
cago Athietic association and the Chicago 
Automobile club, over the Elgin-Aurora 
course, which was won by the Cherry Circle 
motorists, they having five out of six perfect 
acores. 

The 1,000 mile reliability of the Chicago 
Motor chib was the most strenuous of its 
kind ever devised, in which the seventeen 
competing cars were compelled to do 250 
miles a day for four consecutive days. Trav- 
eling this distance With seals on every vital 
point, and surviving a rigid technical exam- 
ination at the end, five of the cars won perfect 
ecores, the Premier drived by Ray McNa- 
mara, and the Haynes, handled by Frank 
Nutt, carrying: off the honors in the roadster 
division, while in the touring car class, Paut 
Hoffman in the Pierce Arrow, C. 8. Carris 
in the Franklin ,and Loring Wagoner in the 
Haynes, made perfect scores. The Premier 
won the Standard Oil company’s trophy for 
fuel economy, and the Kimball cup, offered 
in the tire competition, went to the Diamond 


tire. 
Interest in Glidden Tour. 


Chicago also had an interest in the Glidden 
tour, as there were two Chicago Motor club 
teams in, one of which tied for the Glidden 
trophy. This was made up of two Haynes 
cars and an Oldsmobile, but it was com- 
pelled to drop out of the runoff because the 
Oldsmobile driver was called home by his 
business. 

The Glidden trophy again went to the 
Automobile club of Buffalo, its representa- 
tives, three Pierce Arrows, being given a 
walkover in the runoff through the with- 
drawal of Chicago and Columbus, The Hower 
trophy for the roadsters was won by Charies 
Clifton’s Pierce Arrow.

SWIMMING RECORDS STAND. 


Stars of 1908 Fail to Shatter 
| Standard Marks. 


ODD SPRINTS TIME BEATEN, 


‘Second Raters’? Coming to Front 
Rank Rapidly. 


BY FRANK J. SULLIVAN. 

The swimming season of 1908 has been the 
first in a number of years not characterized 
by iconoclastic attacks on the record book. 

Handy and Goessling succeeded in lower- - 
ing the back &nd breast stroke records, but 
for the first time in many seasons not a 
Single standard figure was bettered. Here 
and there the wonderful Daniels shaved 
fifths of seconds from odd yard sprintse— 
namely: Sixty, 75, 80, and 120 yards, but 
even the most favorably planned assaults 
of the mighty New Yorker where resisted by 
the marks he has hung up in former years. 
BDvidently we are close to rock bottom and 
the long expected lull has come. It will take 
a new stroke or some development akin to 
tear off seconds in five yard chunks like the 
record cuts of 1905-'06-'07. 

But one thing is certain, if America’s front 
rank swimmers have made little recent ad- 
vance, the same is by no means true of her 
second raters. There are ten men in sight 
of the minute hundred, where a year ago 
there was one, and close to fifty 1:05 men 
on their heels. Bearing in mind the w er- 
ful. advancement of college and schoo! swim- 
mers, 1908 probably had ten competing swim- 
mers to 1907's oné. 


Hebner, Schmidt, and Reilly Shine. 

Greatest of the newborn stars are Hebner, 
Schmidt, and Reilly, each of whom placed 
in national title races the first year of his 
career, Hebner making the Olympic team. 
Reilly's win of the Sackett cup and Schmidt's 
performances at Travers island are close 
rivals of Hebner’s surprising outdoor hun- 
dréd in 101. The work of Shryock, Mantel!, 
Sloan, Shinton, and Vosburg is worthy of an- 
nual review name notice. A mising bud 
is the 15 year old McGillivray, whose start- 
ling practice times have crept into print. 

Charles L. Brown, the new plunging cham- 
pion, is entirely a product of 1908. Never 
before this season had he even dttempted 
the game in which he has become both 
champion and record holder. In three pieces, 
the Illinois A. C. diver added four feet t5 
Adams’ long standing mark of 70 flat. 

The national! titles remained in C. M. 
Daniels’ keeping with the exception of the 
long distance championship, taken by Handy, 
and the back and breast stroke crowns re- 
tained by Goessling. Outdoors, through slip 
in management, few national contests were 
decided and these almost covertly in New 
York without western receipt of entry 
blanks, something that should not be a)- 
lowed to happen again. In the sectional 
championships Daniels took everything in 
the east and Handy gobbled whole both 
the indoor and outdoor central programs. 


Schoolboys Break Into Game. 

Most noticeable of all has been the remark- 
able developnient of schoolboy swimming 
that has multiplied by six or eight the total 
number of America’s registered swimmers 
and has given us scholastic records equal 
to the country’s best of a few seasons ago. 
Swimming always has been a young game, 
supported best by youthful physique, but 
never has this point been so well illustrated 
as by the 16 year old wonders of 1908. In 
every large city high school leagues have 
been formed; the Illinois Athletic club inter- 
scholastic has been initiated as an annual 
feature, and New York has had a schoolboy 
meet which listed over 200 entries in a single 
event. This month saw an intergrammar 
school water polo game in Chicago. 

Marathon swims continue to grow in pop- 
ularity, and many more were held this sea- 
son than the one before. Even the Chicago 
rfver Marathon, unwisely held in early July, 
was a tremendous success from a popular 
point of view, though costly in its lesson 
against water of a low temperature. New 
York’s Coney Island swim was patronized 
by better talent than it ever before enlisted, 
and other long distance swims were, without 
exception, successful. 

Handy secured his second leg on the §1,000 
Busch trophy by taking the national cham- 
pionship again through ten miles of Missis- 
sippi mud. The St. Louis race was better 
handled than before, but still presents oppor- 
tunity for better detail of management.

The heavier weights found successful ex- 
ponents in John Flanagan and J. MacDonald, 
both of the Irish-American A. A. Although 
the A. A. U. has not taken cognizance of it, 
Flanagan huried the fifty-six pound ball 38 
feet 1% inches, which is the best throw ever 
chronicled, and J. MacDonald’s name was 
inscribed among the title holders for raising 
the same weight sixteen feet for height, 
which disposes of Matt MacGrath’s record, 
made a year ago. 

John Flanagan of the Irish-American A. A., 
Mat MacGrath of the New York A.C., and 
F. B. Sherman of Harvard university were 
the brilliant stars in hammer throwing. Flan- 
agan and MacGrath sent the sixteen pound 
missile to distances .exceeding 180 feet, but 
these marvelous feats could not be proved ac- 
curate to the A. A. U. censors and the longest 
throw found flawless was Flanagan's of 179 
feet 6% inches, made on Aug. 29 at Celtic 
park. Sherman tackled the venerable, rec- 
ords for the eighteen and twenty-one pound 
hammers, which had slept peacefully for 
many years, and gave them both an unex- 
pected bump of several feet, in Boston on 
June 17. The eighteen pound one, held by 
Jim Mitchell. since 1888, had a fall of some 
twenty feet,and now rests at 131 feet \& inch, 
while the twenty-one pound one of C. A. J. 
Queckberner’s, also of the 1888 vintage, was 
increased from 90 feet 3 inches to 100 feet 
1% inches. 

Sheridan Best Discus Thrower. 

At discus trowing Martin Sheridan of the 
Irish-American A. A. continued his uninter- 
rupted streak of record breaking and was 
seconded ably by M. R. Horr of Syracuse 
university.

Wins Three Futurities and Sets Two 
Year Old Mark.

A number of new world’s trotting records 
were made during the season of 1908, al- 
though the 1:58% mile of Lou Dillon, done 
several years ago, was not approached, 

The Mttle trotting machine, Czarevna, 
daughter of Peter the Great, not only re- 
duced the race record for 2 year old fillies 
three-quarters of a second but won all of the 
three Futurities in which she started, mak- 
ing her fastest eort in the Kentucky classic 
of that sort against the best field of her age 
that ever started. Her sire has a mark of 
2:07%, and her dam is by Onward, 2:25%. 
The best previous record was the 2:18% of 
Helen Hale, by Prodigal, 2:16. 

The Leading Lady reduced the trotting 
record for 8 year old fillies to 2:07 in a trial 
against the watch, her race record being 
2:12%. She is by Bingen, 2:06%, and her dam 
je Miss Pratt, 2:17%, by Heir at Law, 2:12, all 
trotting records. The record she displaced 
was the 2:08% of Fantasy, by Chimes, and 
that mark practically was a trial against 
time, although the form of a race was gone 
through with. The distance was waived for 
the other horses ,and a runner was permitted 
to join Fantasy at the half mile pole and 
carry her to the wire. 


Uhlan Is Bingen’s Best Son. 

Uhlan, which reduced the trotting record 
for 4 year old geldings to 2:07%,. 1s by Bingen, 
and unquestionably the best of that family 
the public has seen. All his honors were won 
in races against classy flelds, and he was not 
defeated once, closing the campaign by win- 
ning from the famous Spanish Queen and 
others in the race for the Wainut Hall cup 
at Lexington. The dam of Uhlan is by Sir 
Walter Jr., 2:18%, a grandson of Aberceen, 
whose blood has given the trotting turf some 
of its stoutest performers. 

Just how good Ublan will be as a matured 
horse is pure guesswork, but it is undispufed 
that trotters seldom are at their best in their 
4 year old form, and from the way the Bingen 
horse handled his fielés in the grand circuit 
and at Lexington, he looks like a sure 2:05 
nag in 1900. As he has not lost a single heat, 
there is no telling where he eventually may 
land in the record line. 

Alien Winter put up two -world’s records, 
that for 5 year old trotting stallions and for 
green trotting stallions, both being-due to 
his mile in 2:06% at Cleveland. That he was 
a high class racehorse, however, he previous- 
ly hac shown by winning the $50,000 handicap 
at-Readviile from a strong field, and how 
much he out¢lassed the others was shown by 
the ease with which he trotted around ten 


Bd Winter 
is a brother to Hawthormme, 2:06\%; she was 
by Jay Bird, son of George Wilkes. In the 
maternal line Allen Winter runs to the Happy 
Medium family through Champion Medium. 

Allen Winter was sold 
for export soon his Boston race and now 
is owned by Lotuis Winans of Brighton, Eng- 
land, a wealthy man, American by breeding, 
although never in this country, and will be 
raced in Europe next year by Al Pennock, 
formerly of Cleveland, who campaigneé Sil- 
iko, 2:11%, 80 successtwlly over there this 
season, — 
Highball Finally Wins Ribbon. 


Highball, the unluckiest horse in the world, 


finally gets a championship ribbon, although 

it should not be forgotten that the week fol- ' 
lowing this achievement he went lame and 

did not start again. Highball now is cred- 

ited with the fastest heat in a race by a geld- 
_ing, 2:038%, ang he did the trick at Peoria, I1l., 

the first time he started. The record mile 

was the second heat of his race there, and for 

this reason he makes a tie with Sweet Marie 

for the fastest second heat in the books. 

Highball is by Dr. Hooker, 2:23%; he by 
Vatican, 2:29%; son of Belmont. The damof 
Highball was Lena 8., 2:22%, which also pro- 
duced Blanche H., 2:20%. The chances are 
that Highball is a shade too old to acquire 
further honors in the line of a mile record, 
but had he not been peddled around so much 
before falling into Geers’ hands, he now 
would have had a mark close totwo minutes. 

The really great trotter of the year was 
Hamburg Belle and she appears twice in the 
seasons’s records in connection with world’s 
records. Her most notable performance was 
stepping the fastest three heats in a race the 
world has seen, 2:06, 2:06, 2:04%, and the 
merit of the performance was enhanced by 
the fact that the race was contested over the 
Charter Oak track at Hartford, Conn., a 

“@ourse at least a second siower than some 
Other circuit tracks. The race also made 
Hamburg Belle tie Jack Leyburn for the 
fastest third heat. 

She is, like most classy trotters, the off- 
spring of developed parents, her sire, Ax- 
worthy (son of Axtell, 2:12) having a 3 year 
old mark of 2:154%, while her dam, Sally Sim- 
mons, took a mark of 2:13% and raced well 
before being retired to the breeding ranks. 
She was by Simmons, 2:28, son of the one time 
champion trotting stallion George Wilkes, 
2:22, and as Axtell, sire of Axworthy, was not 
only the fastest 3 year old trotter but cham- 
pion stallion as well when his record of 2:12 
was made, it will be seen that the pedigree of 
Hamburg Belle fairly bristles with early 
speed of the record variety. 


Jack Leyburn a Wonder. 


Jack Leyburn appears in three world’s rec- 
ord performances. He ties with Hamburg 
Belle for the fastest third heat in a race, and 
has to his credit the fastest two (2:05%, 
2:04) and three (2:07%, 2:06, 2:04%) heat 
races by agelding. Jack is nothing less than 
@ wonder. He is far from beautiful, his 
action is not impressive, except when what 
it has accomplished at the end ofa mile is 
considered, and he goes low headed and 
wears a lot of boots. Another low headed 
champion is Czarevna. 

The best looking ones im the Hst are Ham- 
burg Belle and Allen Winter. The mare, 
while not on the dainty order; has an ex- 
quisite finish, especially of the head and 
neck, and an airy way of going that makes 
her look, in action, the highest type of the 
light harness horse. Allen Winter isa truly 
made horse at all points, and, while not of 
the burly, masculine type of Stallion, neither 
ig he lacking in the physical attributes that 
ordinarily are associated with entire horses. 

Alceste, which died during the meeting at 
Poughkeepsie last August, was a high clase 
trotter, and, although 1908 was her first 
season on the turf, she was a real star. Her 
world’s record performance was a fifth heat 
in 2:07% In the M. and M. race at Detroit 
won by Spanish Queen. Alceste won the

A retrospective view of the yachting season 
of 1908 on Lake Michigan shows that even 
if the sport did not make material gains, at 
least it did not drift eastern. In fact, the sea- 
80M averaged about the same as during the 
preceding two or three years, and nothing 
transpired to lift it above.the ordinary, with 
possibly the exception of the annua! Lipton 
series, which had more contenders of high 
clase than ever before in the history of the 
fixture, Rs . 

But few new salling yachts were added to 
the lake front fleets, and of these nearly all 
yawere. twenty-one footers built especially for 
the Lipton races: There were the usual num- 
ber of changes in ownership of boatsalready 
on Lake Michigan, but the enroliment of 
yachts in the L. M. Y. A. did not materially 
increase. The most notable addition to the 
Chicago squadrons was -William Hale 
Thompgon’s schooner yacht Valmore. The 
yacht is of high class as well.as being fast, 
and it has the distinction of being the largest 
sailing yacht on the lake. 


‘ Honors Won by Spray. 

Of the local hoats, Fred A. Price’s twenty- 
one footer, Spray, made perhaps the best 
showing, proving a consistent winner. 
Among the notable local trophies won by 
Spray were the time prize cups in the Mich- 
igan City race Independence day regatta, in 
addition to the Webb cup, raced for in three 
contests by the twenty-one footers. Spray 
also was taken to Detroit, where it succeeded 
in winning the Walker cup for the Chicago 
Yacht club. 

The power boat game showed a surprising 
growth, and in many cases it won devotees 
from the ranks of the sailboat men. The 
power propelled boats in Chicago came 
near doubling in numbers, and many large 
and costly motor yachts were built. 


Lake Michigan Derby. 

The first event of inyportance was the Co- 
lumbia Yacht club’s annual “* Lake Michigan 
Derby,” or Michigan City crujsing race, 
which broke the record of seventeen years 
with sixty-two boats, “the pick of the local 
fleets: The weather was light and the condi- 
tions just suited the Spray, which took the 
chief prize on time allowance. 

The annual joint regatta of the Chicago and 
Columbia clubs—an open affair—was held 
July 4 and attracted forty-seven starters and 
again the Spray showed Its class by winning 
the time prize. 

Valmore on July 27 celebrated ite advent in 
fresh water by winning the classic Mackinac 
cup from eae crack field of fourteen boatsthat, 
beset by many hours of absolute calm, sailed 
the 830 miles to the straits, 


Lipton Cup Series. 

The big event of the year—the Lipton series 
—began on ftAug. 15 with a victory for Cleve- 
land of the Cleveland Yacht club, Which was 
pitted against eight representatives flying 
the colors of the Columbia, Chicago, and 
Jackson Park yacht clubs, the Chicago Ath- 
letic association and the Illinois Athietie 
club. The second race went to Columbia and 
the final to I. A. C., but Chicago of the Chi- 
cago Yacht club, while it did not win a single 
race, stood high enough in percentage to win 
the coveted cup.

chief engineer may need to be far more 
than a mere master of mechanics. 

It is a troublesome matter, aggravated 
often by a dozen other considerations. At 
the best it means the investment of a more 
or less large lump of profits in a piece of 
insensate machinery that must be looked 
to.in the near future to pay for iteelf and 
make good in further profits the judgment of 
the investor. Here in presenting his propo- 
sition in the beginning the chief engineer 
may need to know far more than his ma- 
chiery plant. 

It may mean nothing at the moment that 
@ certain piece of machinery is producing 
only half ite original capacity. The owner 
of the plant may say on theJnstant that if it 
were producing its full capacity he doesn't 
know what in the world he would do with 
the surplus product on the present dul) mar- 
ket. 

Here is something to hold the chief engi- 
neer for awhile, isn’t it? And suppose that 
one of the greatest arguments the engineer 
had up his sleeve was that he knew another 
machine to replace it that could be counted 
upon to produce twice as much as the old 
machine ever did in its best days!

Poor Machine Sometimes “Best.” 

There are times when from the point of 
View of the engineer a piece of machinery is 
impossibly worn and inefficient. When he 
brings it to the attention of the proprietor 
he can show that in the last four months 
that machine has been disabled, undergoing 
repairs, for a total of six days) He may 
have bulwarked his argument with the fact 
that for thie aggregate of six days, forty em- 
ployés have been idle. 

What is he to say, however, if the unwilling 
proprietor calmly tells him thet this was a 
good thing for him; that In this time trade 
was extremely dull, while every hand idle 
because of broken down machinery was 4 
piece worker, losing only his own time? 

Only in that machinery plant where the 
accepted and understood rule {s that the ma- 
chine must be worked to its reasonable 
capacity at all times, does the chief engineer 
have full latitude for his judgment. Under 
these conditions indeed he mey be called 
to account occasionally for not being quite 
wide enough awake to his responsibility. 

“Show me,” may be the attitude of the 
average proprietor of such a manufacturing 
Diant as to the replacing of new machinery; 
but also if the engineer for any reason has 
failed to try to “ show him "’ and something 
breaks down and out at an inopportune time 
because of the engineer’s lack of knowledge 


or attention, the engineer may be called upon 
to “show me” why he failed to “ show 
me!”

‘“‘New” Machinery Becomes “Old " 

Everywhere in the manufacturing world 
the question of whether a piece of machinery 
is worn out must be answered largely by the 
attendant conditions in that plant. Often a 
piece of new machinery which scarcely has 
all its bearings worn smooth becomes ob- 
solete in a day through the production of a 
newer piece of mechanism which with far 
less attendant manual labor produces a 
largely increased product. 

Still more often it becomes a fine point as 
to whether the mechine which has lost one- 
third of its efficiency and which may hold to 
that for a year needs be thrown out for a new 
machine of the same type, capable of only 
one-third more in effectiveness. Much will 
depend upon the life of the new machine, 
naturally. Lf it can be expected to last no 
more than five years, for example, and the 


first cost is relatively large, the machine . 


that promises two-thirds of its efficiency for 
the next twelve months relatively is much 
more valuable as an asset. 

Always one of the supremest tests of worn 
out machinery Mes in the prospective tying 
up for its repairs. If salaried workers have 
idleness enforced upon them by such mis- 
haps, the argument for the new machine is 
far stronger than if the workers be at plece 
work. In the case of salaried employés in 
considerable numbers the loss in time for 
repairs may far outweigh the cost of actual 


repairs.

Wise Chief Keeps Record. 

That wise chief engineer of a large plant 
where method is desirable keeps a record of 
machinery under his charge. It is virtually 
a ledger account showing debits and credits 
to the machine, month after month. Credits 
may not be entered, Mterally, but they are 
understood in full force through the blank 
white paper on the sheet showing repair ac- 
counts. 

For example, a certain pump designated 
by name and number, is paged and indexed 
in the book of repairs accounts. Whenever 
anything happens to the machine, the part 
affected, the cost of the new part, and the 
working time of the machinist making the 
repairs are entered. The time that the ma- 
chine is out of commission also is noted ac- 
curately and fully. 

Thus, if after six months the engineer gets 
the impression that this certain pump has 
beep making him too much annoyance, he 


, Goeen't have to trust to his memory and 


He can turn 
to his records and show in a few minutes 


just how much the cost of repairs and the. 


idieness of the machine have figured in any 
periog under observation. To him that ma- 
chine is worn out when the sum totai of 
these annoying repairs fails to harmonise 
with the common sense needs of the plant, 
economy says that it shall be thrown out.

Discard Not Always the End. 

But when in some large factory where an 
unusually large number of workers are af- 
fected by such troubles a machine at last is 
thrown out as worthless, it still may not be 
worn out in the eyes of some other manu- 
facturer on a emaller scale. The machine 
is yseless in the big factory where¢ hun- 
dred men are made idle by ite weaknesses, 
but to the small manufacturer needing a 
cheap machine, and where its idleness dis- 
places only five or ten men, the thing may 
be good for years yet. There are conditions 
under which this small manufacturer might 
be foolish to Duy a new machine in prefer- 
ence to the one branded as worn out. 

Conditions have changed greatly in the ma- 
chinery business of the country in a compar- 
atively few years. Today machines for a 
thousand purposes have approacheda stand- 
ard type. The modern chief engineer is paid 
for knowing his business. He will not risk 
his reputation on a doubtful machine. This 
knowledge and conservatism ‘prompts the

Mr. Steger 
resolved to go into business for himeelf, and 
opened @ small retail store on State street. 
Just five years after that modest little one 
yroom store was operied Mr. Steger’s slender 
initial capital had grown to the respectable 
sum of $45,000, and he was contemplating 


HIRTY-SEVEN years ago a German 
boy landed tn New York and not hav- 
ing any money spent his first night 
sleeping in Castle Garden. He ‘was 
not merely pennilese but ignorant of 
@ word of the English language and had no 


definite idea of what he was going to do be-- 


yond an impression that everybody could 
go to work in America and a knowledge that 
he was willing to work at anything. 

That boy was John VY. Steger, president 
of the greatest piano factory in the world, 
director of several banks and absolute mon- 
arch of the town of 3,000 citizens which 
bears his name and was founded by him. 

It is a wonderful metamorphosis this: 
From that penniless waif asleep on the park 
bench to the great merchant and million- 
aire. It is a fairy story as marvelous as any 
that Grimm or Andersen ever“dreamed of 
and it is much more, for it is a true story of 
surpassing human interest. 

When Mr. Steger arrived im America he 
was 17 years old and he had already been 


working for three years in a German piano . 


factory where his wages were nothing. To 
the boy, ambitious and energetic, came tales 
of the great land over the sea where rumor 
declared that there was more work to be 
done than men to do it and wherethe worker 
was paid salaries which sounded fabulous to 
the German boy who was accustomed to see 
the highest skilled mechanics paid $4 and $5 
a week.

Carpenter Work First Job. 


So he made up his mind, and after who 
shall say what incredible scrapings and 
gleanings he secured enough money to pay 
his. passage to the land whence came these 
wonderful stories. When he walked down 


the gangplank he asked the first man he met * 


where he could get work and was considera- 
bly astonished to find that he could not make 
himself understood. He had never consid- 
ered that phase of the problem. However, 
in the million people who then farmed the 
population of New York there were many 
who could speak German, and the second 
day after his arrival young Steger had found 
work. He was engaged to do some rough 
carpenter work up the Hudson and was paid 
, $1.75 a day. 

Immediately, he commenced work he put 
into execution a plan on which Is based his 
entire career. One~half of every day’s pay 
was saved, and this rule was never violated 
for many years afterwards. As soon as he 
had accumulated a little surplus he started 
to look about for a better position and found 
one in Rondout, Ulster county, N. Y., where 
he was employed by a furniture concern. 
Patiently he worked, saved, and waited 
until he had a balance at the bank which 
seemed to warrant the next great step which 
he contemplated. — 

He had decided to go west, but first he 
meant to master the English language and 
also to get a better idea of this vast country 
of his adoption. So after some time spent in 
journeys of observation he came to Chicago 
and concluded that here was the proper 
place for a man to focus his energies and 
ambitions. His first employment was mak- 
ing electrotypes and he started at a salary 
of $2 a,day and quit after three years and 
a half, when he was earning $30 a week 
and had to his credit in the bank something 
like $3,700.

Increased Capital and Reputation.

In the meantime, the young German had 
not merely increased his capital but also his 
reputation, and when he announced his in- 
tention of launching out as a manufacturer 
Lyman Gage, then president of the First 
National bank, offered to advance him any 
funds he might need. That offer was re- 


fused, for Mr. Steger preferred to stand or 


fall by himself rather than borrow money 


from any one. 

A suitable site for the plant was found 
thirty-five miles outside the city, and the 
nucleus of the town of Steger was formed. 


It was a fairly modest plant at first, putting 


Sut a total of 400 pianos for its first year, with 
a staff of twenty-two or twenty-four em- 
ploy és. 

That was seventeen years ago. At pres- 
ent Steger has 38,000 inhabitants, 1,600 of 
whom are employed at the factory, which 


. will turn out this year between 15,000 and 


16,900 pianos. The capital which started 
seventeen years ago at $45,000 has rolled 
up now to. several millions. The private 
fire department which protects the factory 


‘alone cost $300, 000.

“Steger” Not Troubled by Strikes. 


Tt is probably due to the fact that Mr. 
Steger has won his present position after 
fighting his way through every grade that 
he is capable of so much sympathy with 
and understanding of his employés. There 
has never been a strike or anything in the 
nature of labor trouble at Steger and, indeed, 
when the question comes to be examined, 
there is good cause for the industrial peace 
which has made the little town & model 
among cities. Mr. Steger’s rule is in the 
nature of a benevolent paternalism and he 
ie deeply -interested in the personal wel- 
fare of the humblest of his employés. 

In order to inculcate that spirit of thrift 
which has been the basis of his own success 
he instructed the cashier of the Bank of Ste- 
ger to give each man employed at the factory 
a bank book with a deposit as 4 Christmas 
present. The deposits range from §2 to $10, 
according to the position occupied by the 
recipient. Even this munificent present is 
scarcely as valuable to the citizens of Steger 
as the provision made by their benefactor to 
enable them to become the owners of their 
own homes. Mr. Steger is essentially prac- 
tical in his benevolence and his great ob- 
ject ie to encourage a sense of good citizen- 
ship and economy among his employ és. 

“The moment a man commences to pay 
for real estate,’ he says, ‘‘ I reason he must 
become a better citizen for he has a real stake 
in the town.and will be affected by every 
thing that will affect it.” 

Between four and five hundred houses have 
been built by Mr. Steger and sold through 
monthly payments. Ifa house rents for $10 a 
month it will be sold to the tenant for $11 a 
month, an inducement strong enough to make 
most workmen become prospective house- 
holders.

“Steger Day” Annual Celebration. 

The last Saturday in every July is observed 
by the townspeople as “ Steger day” That 
is the anniversary of the incorporation of the 
village, and every man, woman, and child in 
the place turns out for that day There are 


‘times to any of his employés who may have 


the féte, and ugually there is a governor ora 
congressman or two to supply the spellbind- 
ings for a proper American holiday. Several 
hundred dollars’ worth of. fireworks vanish 
into smoke on this memorial day when 
“King” Steger leads his subjects in fes- 
tivity. | 

Incidentally Mr. Steger objects to be called 
king, for, notwithstanding his German blood 
or perhaps because of it, he ie a strong anti- 
monarchist. Mr. Steger is accessible at all 


some complaint or petition fo proffer. He is 
_the most democratic of millionaires and has 
never forgotten for a moment the days when 
he worked for $1.75 a day on the banks of 
the Hudson. He ig a big man physically who 
actually radiates capacity, good will, and 
generosity. 

At present Mr. Steger is engaged in erecting 
an eighteen story building at the northwest 


corner of Wabash avenue and Jackson boule- 


vard. The ground ts declared to be the high- 
est priced property in Chicago and the bulld- 
ing will cost close to amillionmdollars. There 
were several people who would have wished 
to have a hand in the construction of this 
building, but Mr. Steger prefers to do what he 
wants to do alone and he rejected all over- 
tures. The building will be built out of the 
profits of the business and from them alone.

Man ef Many Activities. 


Some time ago Mr. Steger paid a visit to 
his native country, where his parents are 
still Mving. He visited a piano factory in 
Stuttgart and amazed the German manifac- 
turers with an account of his own output ana 
plant. In Stuttgart about 400 planos are 
produced in two generations, and at Steger 
16,000 ina year. The Germans could not un- 
derstand and asked unbelievingly as to tne 
destination of all these instruments of music. 

In addition to his many activities as the 
head of the great piano firm, Mr. Steger is 
a cirector of the Monroe National bank ang 
the Bank of Chicago Heights. He is also 
president of the Bank of Steger. He is aigo 
interested in @ trust company at Chicago 
Heights. 

There is nothing subt] or complicated tn 
the career of Mr. Steger. The reasons for his 
success are simple and appear prominently 
all through his Mfe. In the first place there 
was the courage and resolution which he 
gave evidence of as a boy when he made his 
way alone and unaided to America, ignorant 
of the language spoken in the country ana 
possessed simply with a desire to obtain ¢ 
chance,

He got his chance and immediately profitea 
thereby by dint of thrift and knowing how 
to walt. He waa content to work as little 
better than a day laborer while he preparea 
himeelf for something better by learning tne 
language and custome of the country he haa 
adopted anc by saving out of his scanty 
salary enough to give him a measure of inde- 
pendence when the time arrived for him to ao 
something better. 

There was ye& another element which in- 
@ubitably counted for much in his succegs. 
That was the determination which he reachea 
to come west and settle in Chicago. The faitn 
that believec in the future of the west ana 
of this city was amply rewarded, for it 
was based On sound judgment of men and 
things. 

In this Mr. Steger proved himself true to 
the type of. great men, and worthy of the 
success he has attained.

The Jew is charged with a patriotic dis 
inclination to stand by the flag as a soldier— 
like the Christian Quaker.” 

When the greet humorist’s attention wae 
called to the charge he looked up the Jew’s 
record as a soldier, found that he had erred 
in his estimation, and quickly eame tothe 
conclusion that it was a slander to cast aeper- 
sion on Jewish patriotism—a slander “ that 
has done its work, done it long and faithfully 
and with high approval; it ought to be pen- 
sioned off now and retired from active serv- 
ice.”

Commodore Uriah 
Phillips Levy at the time of his death, 1662, 
was the highest renking officer (flag officer) 
in our navy, and upon his tombstone at Cy- 
press Hille is recorded this fact: “ He was 
the father of the law for the ebolition of the 
barbarous practice of corporad punishment 
in the United a navy.”

In the ofvil war the part the Jews took is so 
conspicuous that ft is difficult to pick out the 
most prominent men in the conflict.

Rosecrans, Thomas, and Grarft, and took 
part in all the conflicts of Sherman's march

BHéward 8S. Solomon, colonel of the Bighty- 
second Illinois volunteer infantry, fought 
at Chattanooga, Lookout Mountain, Mis- 
sionary Ridge, Chancellorsville, Gettysburg, 
and throughout all the campaign in the south- 
west, and was brevetted brigadier general.

CHANTILLY APPLE SAUCE WITH

Chop pulp and place under a 
weight to press out acrid juice; then add one 
cup of soft stale bread crumbs; melt two 
tablespoons of butter in a saucepan, add one 
tablespoon of finely chopped onion, and cook 
five minutes; add to the chopped pulp and 
bread, season with salt and pepper; if neces- 
sary moisten with a little stock or water; cook 
five minutes, cool slightly, and add one beaten 
egg, refill the egg plant, cover with buttered 
crumbs, and bake in a hot oven twenty-five 
minutes.

To keep abreast of the fashions in Paris 
one must be not only on the spot but on the 
watch as well. There are constant changes 
not big, radical ones, but little touches that 
only the watchful eye can detect, but which 
give the caehet to the costume and makes 
the wearer of the gown, Coat, or hat smart or 
simply commonplace. 

The first thing to be noted is that skirts are 


‘narrower, coats are longer, and that the 


waistline has come down fully half an inch. 

All the short skirts are so scant that walk- 
ing in them has become a fine art and to 
attempt to step on to a street car in most 
of them would be quite out of the question. 
From two to two and a quarter yards at 
the bottom is their average width, but there 
are frequently to be seen attequated young 
women whose walking gowns are several 
inches less than this.

brown in that time finish cooking over hot 
coals or under the gas fame. Serve on heart 
shaped toasted croutons, slightly moistened 
with the dripping in the pan. Garnish with 
olives pared from the stone, keeping the 
meat in one continuous piece, then draw it 
out like a curl. 
POINSETTIA SALAD.—Select the desired 
number or firm, npe Japanese persimmons; 
chill and cut them in eighths with a thin 
sharp knife, being careful not to separate 
the pleces at the stemend. Wash and pick 
over well bleached escarole; dispose the 
leaves on ample plates in nests, using only 
the tender bleach leaves. Place a persimmon 
in the center of each nest; open it tulip 
fashion, remove the seeds, and fill center 
with cubes of orange or grape fruit. Serve 
with a French dressing made as follows: 
FRENCH DRESSING— 
One-fourth teaspoon salt. 
One-eighth teaspoon paprika. 
Four tablespoons olive oil. 
Two tablespoons lemon juice. 
PROCESS: Put salt and paprika in a bowl, 
add oil, and beat with a whip until well 
mixed. Add lemon juice drop by drop, beat- 
ing constantly; chill and just before serving 
the salad course beat again and add to salad. 
This is a most attractive salad and delicate.

ing of these must be at the side, either of 
the back or front, and that is left to the 
taste of the wearer. If the opening is in 
front buttons frequently cover the placket 
hole, with a corresponding row on the oppo- 
site side. 

The coats worn with these absurdly nar- 
row skirts are all long and are almost in- 
variably tight fitting. That is, there is no 
visible fullness to be seen, but neither fs 
there any decided curve.

One of the best models is made with a 
double breasted effect, and cuts away sharp- 
ly in fron} just above the waist line. A 
seam defines the short back and falls straight 
from the shoulder. Another is a modified 
half fitting coat that closes up the front 
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solved in one-half cup lukewarm water;

Remove from tin and ar- 
range canned, peeled apricots or the halves 
of lemon cling peaches around the top of cake 
and pour over a wine or rum sauce, 

RUM SAUCE.—Prepare a sirup by boiling 
together one cup sugar and one-half cup 
water three minutes; add one-third cup of 
Jamaica rum or sherry wine. Add the latter 
slowly while stirring rapidly. Serve with 
baba or rum cakes. 

FROZEN PUDDING.—Mix well one- 
fourth cup each of candied cherries, pineap- 
ple, pears, and apricots, cut in smal! pieces. 
Cover with brandy and let soak over night. 
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This prevents frult from freezing. Make a 
custard of two and one-half cups of milk, one 
cup sugar, one-eighth teaspoon salt, and 
three eggs. Strain, chill, and add one cup 
of double cream whipped and one-fourth cup 
of Jamaica rum. Freeze. Fill a melon moid 
with alternate layers of cream and fruit, 
pack in salt and ice, and let stand four hours 
to ripen. Unmold and serve on a chilled 
platter covered with a lace paper doily. Cut 
in slices three-fourths of an inch thick and 
pour around each portion claret sauce, or 
omit the doily on platter and pour sauce 
around mold of cream. 

CLARET SAUCE.—Make a sirup by boil- 
ing two cups of sugar and one cup of water 
four minutes (no longer) after it begins to 
boil. Remove from range. Cool slightly 
and: add siowly, while beating constantly, 
two-thirds cup of claret. Chill and pour 
around sultana roll or frozen pudding. 

ANGEL’S WING.—Fill cordial glasses 
three-fourthe full of apritot brandy. Over 
this pour carefully a thin layer of sweet 
cream. Add a delicate sprinkle of nutmeg.

How to Prepare Buffet Luncheon. 


SANDWICHES.—Cut the bread, which 
should be twenty-four hours old, into thin 
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slices, then in fancy shapes. Let the white 
bread be lettuce or pimento sandwiches, the 
rye a mixture of cheese, the brown bread a 
mixture of cheese and nuts, anc the nut 
bread a mixture of minced olives, pickles, 
ham, chicken, etc. These should be arranged 
on separate plates, covered with the dainty 
lace paper doilies.

Place on rack 
in kettle and cover with boiling water, to 
which is added salt and lemon juice or vine- 
gar. Cook thirty to thirty-five minutes if 
slice weighs three pounds. Drain from Mquor 
and remove carefully from cheesecloth. Take 
out the bones, keeping the meat intact. 
Marinate with French dressing. Chill and 
serve on a colc platter on a bed of heart let- 
tuce leaves or surrounded by a border of 
cucumbers cut in slices or cubes, and canned

Is instructor at the Metropolitan Museum 
of Fine Aris in New York. In instituting the 
system of instruction on the museum ex- 
hibits the museum designed to furnish guld- 
ance of a distinctly cultivated and elevated 
character to any one willing to pay for it.

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Suffragist Work Enhanced 


With a stenographer as the only paid as- 
sistant, the committee for the extension of 
municipal suffrage to women has directed a 
work for the last few weeks which they be- 
Neve will result in women not losing by one 
vote, as they did two years ago, the oppor- 
tunity to go up to the legislature and present 
their cause. And after the legislature to the 
“citizens” of Chicago, among whom they 
hope in due fime to be reckoned, since they 
are now but “ persons, or residents, or in- 
habitants.”’ 

This committee represents about 110 Chi- 
cago clubs. Its active chairman is Miss 
Jane Addams; its honorary chairman, Mrs. 
Henrotin; its active secretary, Mrs. William 
Hill; and its treasurer, Mrs. Oliver Stewart. 

In the first place it set out to win over, if 
possible, the members of the charter con- 
vention who were not in favor of women 
having a vote on municipal affairs. As the 
date for the meeting of the charter conven- 
tion has been pushed farther into the future 
the committee has broadened its activities. 

Tt now has committees on publicity, on 
public meetings, on visiting members of the 
charter convention, on men’s organizations, 
on securing organization of men’s leagues 
for woman’s suffrage, on list of judges in 
favor, on list of lawyers in favor, on list of 
physicians in favor, on list of university 
professors in favor, on educational associa- 
tions, on churches, on labor organizations, 
on women’s clubs, and on finance.

List of Speakers Daily Increased. 

Among other things on the walls of the lit- 
tle room is a list of speakers to besent out to 
organizations of every sort-and all ovér the 
city. Some organizations have even sent in 
a call for a speaker, and alist of thege is also 
posted. 

Almost every woman’s club to which the 
subject has been presented and “ the present 
situation” explained has passed favorably 
on the resolutions. The list of speakers for 
this work receives daily additions and now 
numbers almost seventy-five, of which eight 
are men. And there are women whose names 
are not on this list who have made their 
maiden speeches for suffrage during this 
campaign. 

Early last week her Hyde Park acquaint- 
ances saw Mrs. Stewart, a pretty, well 
dressed young woman, an indefatigable 
worker for suffrage and the president of the 
state association, pushing a baby carriage. 
She was taking care of her sister’s baby 
while that young woman was making her 
maiden speech in favor of suffrage before a 
club. ‘“ Now I know,” said a friend, “ what 
to say to people when they ask who takes 
care of the babies while the mothers go 
abroad to make suffrage speeches. I shall 
say, “ O, the state president will do that.’ ” 

And here Is just a hint of the attitude of the 
general—but the sufffagists claim a lessening 
—public on these matters. The stalking spec- 
ter of the raw boned, unkempt, ranting wom- 
an suffragist is undoubtedly the shade which 
has stood between these Chicago women, 
though they may have been unconscious of 
it, and the things they have wished to win— 
and stande there still.

But these women are pretty women, self- 
controlied, and sweet tempered women, and 
in most cases women who are “‘ awfully well 
dressed.” What they are winning they are 
winning by pleasant ways rather than by 
emotional appéals, by a sweet reasonabje- 
ness rather than by rant, and they have the 
assured manner of those who believe they 
have a winning cause: Their voices are not 
raised in a scream of half despair for a far 
off good. 

One of the significant things about this 
movement ig the fact that a great rhany of 
its most important workers are women who 
never before have identified themselves with 
suffrage activities nor have ever spoken in 
behalf of a vote for women. 

These women are not seeking for rights—

With a high- 
ly trained intelligence, and a judicial mind, 
she feels that she is shut out from work 


ne that she would give her time and heart to do. 


To be of real use is the watchword of the 
women of leisure who have gone into this 
work; to. be protected is the word of the 


working girl; and for the sake of protecting ' 


and getting representatich for those who 
have no one ¢o protect and represent them— 
the working girl, the widow, the unmarried 

oman—they are trying to get ail 
women interested. To arouse those 
who do not reason beyond the fact 
that they personally do not want to vote, 
because they have all they themselves want 
now, is a good part of the work that ie being 
done. “QOur worst foes are those of our 
own household,’’ say these women of their 
sisters in whom they are trying to arouse 
an altruistic spirit. 

As a part of the publicity work posters 
have been put up over the city with various 
catchy legends, and an art poster is just 
now being distributed. One member of the 
committee has of late given her time as 
press agent, and the secretary’s report says: 
“We have sought for expression in the 
main organs of public opinion, the press, 
and many kinds of organigationg of men 
and women. Ministers have been asked to 
support it from the pulpit.” They have done 
this, and at two churches there has been an 
open debate on the subject. ,

His first objection to woman's voting was 
the old aristocratic ene so universally put 
forward by those who have given the subject 
no thought: the bad women will vote as 
well as the good and so nothing will be 
gained. “That's all right; they need pro- 
tection,”” said Mrs. Bishop. At the end of 
the five minutes the judge said, “At any 
rate I am not against it."’ 

If Mrs. Bishop were not a suffragist her 
experience in trying to help unprotected peo- 
ple would probably make her one, as such ex- 
periences seem to be what make the suffrag- 
ist of the new order.

Though Nordica and Emma Hames have never 
been Offered $2,000 a performance, Nordica can boast 
that she has had plenty of engagements at $1,800, 
and Emma Bames finds no trouble in filling tours of 
forty weeks at $1,600 a night. 

Lillian Norton, known as Nordica, first made her 
début in Boston, and then finished hér musical edu- 
cation in Italy. Though Italy and Germany soon rece- 
ognized her as a great Wagnerian heroine, it was 
the Metropolitan in 1895 that was so sure of this 
operatic star they engaged her at her own price. 

Emma Eames often tells her friends that one of 
the hardest things she has to meet in her aperetie 
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career is to show her real appreciation: to #urope 
and America. She had only made her début as 
Juliet in Paris and at Covent garden in Desde- 
mona when the Metropolitan opera company was 
detérmined that America should hear this young 
prima donna.

On her first tour to America she was guaranteed 
$1,000 a performance. But she saw that @ fortune- 
was as easily made as a great reputation, and the 
next time she came to America she brought over her 
own company. In apite of the large amounts she

her caprices, she has a snug fittle fortune laid away.

It had 
many advantages over the ordinary boat, because if 
it camé tO a Sandbar or shallow water a shift of the 
gearing put the wagon wheels in operation, and the 
machine rolleg along on the bottom of the stream.

1833. It ie pictured and described in the Mechanic's 
Magazine. This automobile was noted as a hill climber, 
and wae the first, according to the Mechanic's Maga- 
gine, which could “take a rise of one in six.” | 

One of the moét ambitious efforts at early automo- 
biling was the immdnse steam touring car built by Dr. 
Church. The one shown in the cut on this page was in 
actual operation and was designed to carry fifty pas- 
sengets. It is perhaps the biggest thing ever made in 
the motor car line, and for size would make a “ rubber- 
neck wagon” look smal) indeed. 

A company was formed to operate these steam car- 
riages between London and Birmingham, and also be- 
tween Birmingham, Manchester and Liverpool. Regular 
passenger lines were established, and the public, though 
a little afraid it would be blown up, patronized the lines 


liberally for a time.

Autopsy” Frist “ Rubberneck’’ Wagon. 


Hancock’s steam carriage, “Autopsy,” was not an 
ambulance Wagon, as one might at first think from the 
name, but an observation car, Which must have been 
the first “rubberneck” wagon ever built. It carried 
twelve passengers, and made twelve daily round trips 
in. London between Finsbury square and Bentonville. 
The distance was about two miles, and the machine

to the London Magazine of that period, the passengers 
seemed to fear the thing would blow up, and the build- 
ers took all the precautions that seemed possible for 
safety. The boiler was divided into many compart- 
ments, so that “if ome compartment is burnt out or 
hurt it is only that Individual compartment which can 
burst, and its power of doing mischief is not worth 
notice. The fire is urged by a blower which is driven 
by connection with the engines. The waste steam is 
blown from the engines into the chimney and 80 de- 
stroyed.” 

The steam carriage built by Ogle & Summers, a pic- 
ture of which is reproduced from Bell's Weekly Mes- 
senger of 1833, looks like a float in a carnival parade, 
but was important enough at the time to be considered 
by a committee in the house of commons, The com- 
mittee traveled In the machine frqm Southampton to 
Liverpool, by way of Oxford and Birmingham, and made 
the 200 miles at the rate of twenty-four miles an hour, 
“loaded with people.” Op one good stretch of road it 

t three and a half miles in five and a half 
minutes. 

In course of time, however, the steam railroads killed 
off the early automobile as @ traffie, and the pionéer 
motor car builders were forgotten by the world. But 
there is “gothing new under the sun,” and the auto- 
mobile is not new.

ITH the completion of the interior deco- 
rations of Memorial hall of the Garrett 
Biblical institute Chicago has acquired two 
unique distinctions. The first is that of 
possessing the only museum of Christian 
archeology in the United States. The sec- 
ond, which may appear to many to be even 
a greater than the first, is that the in- 
terior decorating of this museum was done by women. 

The hall was built in memory of the late Dr. Charleg 
Wesley Bennett through a bequest of $10,000 by an 
unknown donor. Mr. William A. Dyche, son-in-law of 
Dr. Bennett, of Garrett Biblical institute, refuses to 
divulge the name of the donor, who was one of a host 
of friends who loved Dr. Bennett. 

-This memorial as a museum of Christian archzology 
is of more than passing interest, and through Dr. Al- 
fred Emerson. the well known arch@ologist, a detailed 
description of the unusual setting of the museum has 
been obtained. Dr. Emerson is associated with the Art 
institute, having been professor of classical archeology 
at the American School of Classical Studies at Athens, 
Greece; associated as classical archeologist at Cornell, 
professor of Greek at Lake Forest university, and 
known as having installed the Phoebe Hearst collection 
at the University of California. 

“A university museum of Christian archeology is

easier desired than assembled, especially on this side of 
the Atlantic,” asserts Dr. Emerson, now acting director 
of the museum. “A new museum of limited resources 
must rely chiefly upon plastic and painted reproductions 
to acquaint its visitors with the more noteworthy mon- 
uments of the Christian church. Ht will seem strange 
that this educational service has scarcely yet been un- 
dertaken anywhere. 
* * 


Assembling Proves Hard T ask. 

“The Garrett Biblical institute has obtained the 
permits to have a number of the more noteworthy 
Christian inscriptions and sculptures of the third, fifth, 
and sixth centuries molded and cast, and is codperating 
the costly labor of doing others with representatives 
of foreign and domestic art galleries. This work can 
be done at Rome only during the summer months. 

“The Vatican and the Lateran palaces at Rome both 
contain rich museums of Christian epigraphy and sculp- 
ture; other galleries of Christian antiquities have 
sprung into being at Syracuse, Ravenna, Arles, Tou- 
louse, and Paris. One must add to these the fine speci- 
mens of early Christian altar furniture and carved 
ivories which are preserved in many churches and court 
treasuries, and the glorious old mosaics preserved in 
the early churches proper at Rome, Ravenna, Thessa- 
lonica,,and Constantinople. The well preserved cata-

combs of Rome, Naples, and Sicily harbor contain 
nearly all that ts known of early Christian painting. 

“To see something of the larger art of those early 
ages one must repair to Aix, Paris, Aries, Ravenna, 
Rome, and Sicily, where there are a* few of the an- 
clent marbles which have survived the night of the 
dark ages and the ruthlessness of later periods. Scarce- 
ly one of them had been molded‘or cast before the Ben- 
nett museum began placing its orders.

Mural Paintings Cover Walls. 

“Part of the time pending the completion of these 
foreign orders has been employed upon an appropriate 
decoration of the future museum hall on the North- 
western university grounds at Evanston. Walls and 
ceiling of this well lighted apartment have been cov- 
ered with mural paintings, which are partly faithful 
copies and partly free adaptations of antique originals 
in geveral different Roman catacombs. People have 
been taught to think of the catacombs as the actual 
habitations of the persecuted followers of Christ, as 
dark underground church houses, decorated, if at all, 
with weird marquétries of human bones and skulls, 
which, in a Way, apply to those of the Capuchin monks 
at Rome and Messina and the underground quarries at 
Paris. 

“Extremely different are the mural decorations, and 
the whole spirit of the early Christian churches with- 
out the gates of Rome, which have been estimated to 
contain nearly a thousand miles of corridors cut in the 
soft rock and lined with the tombs of those who died 
in the faith. These decorations were at first entirely 
pagan in style and eubject matter. 

“The central. picture in the ceiling of the Bennett 
museum reproduces a third century painting of Orpheus 
charming the animals, which was an allusion to the 
fascination of the message of grace to all nations. The 
catacomb fresco painters used the ‘Good Shepherd,’ 
Moses striking water from the rock, David and Goliath, 
the three Hebrew children in the fiery furnace, Joseph 
or Isaiah pointing to the star over the heads of the 
mother and child, the earliest known picture of the 
Madonna, the wise men laying their gifts before the 
infant, and many of the miracles. 

“The art of the early church was free from gloom; 
no allusion to the crucifixion or hell is shown. If por- 
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| G@ifficulties in her case

Five O'Clock Tea Adds Flesh. 
A good exercise for the reduction of the abdomen is

Early Art Free from Gloom. 

These curious and interesting reproductions have 
been .painted by Miss Margaret A. Hittle, who was 
chosen by Dr. Emerson to design this difficult subject, 
which she has done by the incorporation of five differ- 
ent ceiling designs, framing them in borders of foliage 
taken from antique prototypes. The frieze is of wild 
birds hovering and perching in the spirals of vines as 
saved souls in paradise. 

The hall is about 70x40 feet, and the adaptations of 
the original désigns have been most happily arranged 
by this young woman. Four months of industrious 
painting by her, assisted by Miss Jessie Ames and Miss 
Katharine Maxey of Wheaton, have resulted in a most 
excellent color scheme, and the covering of 3,000 feet 
of plaster surface conveys some idea of the magnitude 


of the design. 
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The quaint, curious interpretation of the parables, 
miracles, and events of the scriptures by these early, 
devout fresco painters has been most successfully re- 
produced under the supervision of the acting @irector, 
Dr. Emerson. |

Museum Authoritative Example of Past. 

The installation of ivories, church furniture, metals, 
coins, etc., is actively progressing also, and in a few 
months the museum will be complete and a delight to 
antiquarians and to all who visit it,"as well as an 
authdritative example of the past. 

Miss Bonney Royal modeled the stallions which will 
draw the imperial chariot of Constantine after many 
visits to the fire stations, horse shows, and blooded 
stables. The finished quadriga will be a replica of 
the lost bronze that once crowned the arch.of Constan- 
tine at Rome. The erection, decoration, and instailla- 
tion of this museum is an appropriate memorial for 
Dr. Bennett and an important link in the history of art 
in America. 
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HE Negritos, the “little black people” who 
live in the mountains of the larger islands 
of the Philippines, unquestionably are the 
Same population as the pygmies of Cen- 

gem tral Africa. Hence they are the “eldest 

( n7,\4 ®)} brothers” of the other races of the world. 

as ; This is the conclusion reached by Prof. 

Frederick Starr of the University of Chi- 
cago, who recently returned from an extended tour of 
the Philippines. Prof. Starr made an exhaustive study 
of these, the “oldest people” on the globe, and here 
for the first time since his return to America the re- 
sults of his investigations are made public. 

In type the Negritos are notably different from all 
the other peoples of the Philippines and it is Prof. 
Starr's opinion they were in Malaysia before the Malays 
were—that they, in fact, are the aborigines of the dis- 
trict. 

The Malays themselves are old and widely distrib- 
uted, both linguistically and as a race. Malaysia is 
considered by many to be the first home of man, but 
Prof. Starr does not commit himeelf to this view. He 
does believe, however, that from here men spread 
widely over the world. There are existing proofs that 
this Malay dispersion was exceedingly great. Today a 
Malay language is spoken in Madagascar as in Manila. 


* * 
“ Christianos” the Chief Interest. 

Prof. Starr did not go to the Philippines for the 
express purpose of studying the peoples there. Other 
men have studied the wild tribes and mad« their con- 
tribution to the subject. His greatest interest was 
really in the Ohristianos, or civilized peoples, al- 
though he says he had “one of the best views of the 
wild peoples that any man ever had.” What he was 
profoundly interested in was the political situation 
and outlook, and he is now in a developing propaganda 
of this nature. 

it is a surprise to the layman to~learn that the 
wild peoples and the Moros (Mohammedans), together, 
half and ‘half, constitute but one-twelfth of the popula- 
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tion of the islands. The other 
eleven-twelfths are Christians 
with a developed civilization, 
who, before the advent of Ameri- 
cans, possessed comparatively 
democratic institutions. They have 
been long civilized and a book was 
printed in Manila’ some years before 
our own Jamestown was founded. 
The real reason for the visit to the 
island, as he says, was due to a piece of 
“hack work,’ that is, to lecture before the 
teachers’ vacation assembly, held at the 
summer capital, Baguio, last spring from 
April 20 to May 16. He arrived there early 
enough, however, to spend three weeks in the dis- 
trict of Panpanga, on the larger island, among the 
Negritos, one of the few actually savage peoples ex- 
isting today. In spite of the usual conception of sav- 
agery these people, like most savages, are timid and 
gentle. These little folk have no dealings with those 
around them except for barter. 


: * * 
Barter with Spoils of the Hunt. 


The men afte bowmen and hunters and they ex- 
change the wild pigs and other things they shoot for 
other foods with those nearest them. While for the 
most part for clothes “they make their own skin do,” 
a father of a family had obtained a sweater and a 
baseball cap for himself and some pieces of cloth, put 
on “directoire style,” for his wife. The two, with 
their small boy, the latter in a state of nature, stood 
up and let Prof. Starr take a photograph of them. 

The males of this race are’ from three feet eight 
inches, to four feet eight inches in height. The females 
are proportionately smaller and the babies’ appropriately 
diminutive for such parents. 

Although, as he says, he “collected a considerable 
mass of ethnographic material and made many obser- 
vations” in the Philippines, Prof. Starr does not claim 
to have done any highly serious work there in the 
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first place, he did not make the prepafation for the 
trip that he usually has made for such, and in the 
Second place, instead of picking out a single people 
that no one had spoiled by trampling over and study- 
ing them, he chose to visit all the tribes. In making 
this general survey of the field of Philippine ethnology 
he was anxious to learn what opportunity existed for 
sending well equipped students into the area to con- 
duct serious original investigations.

First Conference in Malaysia.

Interviews Real Sultan of Sulu. 


It is an interesting fact that the two men offi- 
clally in charge of the ethnographic work in the islands 
are both Prof. Starr's o14 pupils, and took their doo- 
tor’s degree at the University of Chicago in his de 
partment. Dr. Barrows was the one who invited Prof. 
Starr and the two others who accompanied him to iee- 
ture before this teachers’ assembly. He is director of 
the bureau of education at Manila, and the author 
of the census report on the non-Christian tribes. He 
was at the head of the bureau of non-Christian tribes 
before it was discontinued. Dr. Merton L. Miller is the 
director of the ethnological survey of the islands and 
head of the ethnographic museum at Manila. 

After this trip with Dr. Barrows Prof. Starr went 
to the southern islands and the Sulu archipelago. He 
there visited five different kinds of Moros and had an 
interview with the stiltan of Sulu, whose expression in 
the picture is not unlike that of a man doing busfthesas 
on Fifty-fifth street in Chicago. He evidently has 
adopted civilized emblems of position, “store clothes,” 
and a chair likely made at Grand Rapids and imported 
at great expense. 

While on this part of his travels Prof. Starr was 
uhder the convoy of the United States army and of 
them he says, “No ofie ever treated me more kindly.” 
In a ietter written from Manila, just after his return 
from this trip, he said, “I have just returned from a 
six weeks’ trip to Mindanao and the Sulu archipelago. 
Tt had an interesting time there among the Moros, and 
the various ‘wild peoples, like the Bagobos, Manobos, 
and others whose names will no doubt come readily 
to your mind. It was-a fine trip and I was shown dis- 
tinguished courtesy., All the resources of the United 
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States department of war were placed at my dis- 
posal and would merely make your head swim if I 
were to narrate all the attention shown me. It was 
a nice experience throughout.

Subanos Build Enormous Houses. 

There are seventeen Wild populations in the one 
province of Davao in Mindanao. The Bagobos and 
Manobos ate wild populations of eastern Mindanao 
and are close neighbors, The Bagobo children in the 
picture show the fondness for dress that exists among 
these people, although some of the natives are a lit- 
tle lam m.these matters.

Study of Work Most Fascinating. 

Interesting as is this study of the earth’s “ oldest 
people,” an insight into the life and works of their 
jatest delineator can have scarcely less fascination for 
the etudent of ethnology and the layman alike. For 
while Bacon took all knowledge for his province, Fred- 
erick Starr takes all humanity. . 

And this is verttably true, although the world at 
large, much to his constant exasperation, believes his 
interest to be almost entirely in that little section 
of humanity near kin to baboon and ape. To be sure, 
the world has some reason for so believing, for his 
most notable and conspicuous work has been what 
be has done among and concerning primitive peoples. 
His studies of “folk thought, folk speech, and folk 
wont,” have brought him the most distinguished at- 
tentions, and his progress in identifying primitive cus- 
toms and estimating the place of a people in the de- 
velopment of mankind marke his attainment as a scien- 
tist. 

In 1900 the Netherlands gave him the Museums 
medal. And @ little before that he received an honor 
an great, though not so portable, from the Folklore 
society of England. They summoned him henee to a 
banquet given in hie honor and as a souvenir of the 
occasion they gave him a book containing the auto- 
graphs of those present, scientific and literary men, 
historians and politicians. James Bryce was present 
and so was Andrew Lang. 

The Society of Tagal Authors, men who write books 
and make newspapers in their native language, honored 
Prof. Starr while he was in the Philippines by giving 
him a banquet. He considers his experience with these 
men one of the most interesting he had during his 
stay in the islands. Thirty Tagals were present and

and the ark. The Rev. Dr. Stephen & 
Peet, the celebrated investigator of the 
records of the past, especially with their 
reference to their bearing in scriptural 


narratives, affirms that there is no event of history or 


prehistory more solidly established as fact than the 
remarkable catastrophe described in the brief and beau- 
tiful accounts of Genesis as “the deluge.” 

The records of the deluge, however, as Dr. Peet 
poin*s out, are not confined to the book of Genesis, for 
there haye been many historians in the lands of the 
east who have left marvelously clear descriptions of 
the event, and even the ancient mythologies are full of 
allusions to the same stupendous disaster. The works 
of Berosus give a lucid account of it, and the classic 
writings contain many references to it. 

The earliest and the most important account Dr. 
Peet finds by Alexander Polyliestor, presented by Jose- 
phus, Eusebius, and Syncellus. This ancient narrative 
declares that “In the first year there appeared in that 
part of the Erythean sea which borders on Babylonia 
an animal endowed with reason, by name Oannes, whdése 
whole body was that of a fish. Under the fish head he 
had another head, with feet similar te those of a man 
subjoined to a fish’s tail. His voice and language were 
human.

Instructed Men in All Things. 


“This being was accustomed to pass the day among 
men, but he took no food. He gave them an insight 
into letters and the sciences and arts of every kind. 
He taught them to construct houses, to build temples, 
to compile laws, and explain them on geometrical prin- 
ciples. He made them distinguish the seeds of the 
earth and showed them how to collect the fruits. . 

“In short, he instructed them in everything which 
could soften their manners and harmonize their lives. 
When the sun had set this Oannes used to retire into 
the sea and pass the night in the deep, for he was am- 
phibious. 

“He said: ‘There was a time in which there existed 
nothing but darkness and an abyss of waters, wherein 
resided thideous beings which were produced of a two- 
fold principle. There appeared men, some of whom 
were furnished with two wings, others with four wings 
and two faces. They had one body but two heads— 
one of a man and the other that of a woman. Other 
human figures were to be seen with legs and loins of 
a goat; others united the hind quarters of a horse with 
the body of a man—centaurs. Bulls likewise were bred 
with the heads of men, ahd men with four footed bodies. 
At that time there were creatures with which were 
combined the limbs of every species of animal. 

“*In addition to these there were fishes, reptiles, 
serpents, and other animals which assumed the human 
countenance. Of all which there were delineations in

Chaldean Deity Warns the King. 


The history of the Chaldeans and the period of each 
reign consisted collectively of 4,320,000 years, and 
reached to the time of the deluge. After the death of 
Ardates, Xisuthrus reigned eighteen sisteri. In this 
time happened the great deluge. - 

The deity Krones appeared to him in a vision and 
warned him that on the 15th day of the month 
Dolsius there would be a flood, and enjoined him 
to write a history of the beginning, progress, and 
conclusion of all things down to the present 
and to bury it at Surippak, and to build a vessel 
and take with him into it his refations. 

But this archaic story is far from being the 
only source of evidence on the flood, for 
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nations, so that we may say that no event has

Chinese Record of Great Flood. 

From this book we learn that in the reign of Bm. 
peror Yao a great and devastating flood covered China 
The date of the emperor is placed by Legge as the year 
2357 B. C. Among the alleged records of the reign of 
Yu is an inscription traced in the rocks of Kan-lan. 
shen, one of the peaks of Mount Hang. 

This relates to an inundation which occurred in the 
reign of Yao, B. C. 2293, which is nearly the exact date 
of the deluge of Xisuthrus. 

The Chinese chronology, Dr. Peet discovers, strongly 
corroborates Dr. Hale's researches as to the bible 
chronology, particularly in the date of Fuhi’s succesgor, 
who is the Chinese Noah. 

The flood story Dr. Peet finds confirmed by 
widely scattered myths. There is the tale of Deucalion’s 
flood, common ong the Greeks, and known ¢hrough’ 
Pindar and Ovid. The story of the flood of Ogyges ig. 
known through Nonus, 400 A. D. A Phrygian myth 
is found on the bronze coin of Apamea, 300 A D. The 
Syrian story is given by Luciau’s “ Dea Syria.” 

The Hindoo flood story seems to be independent of 
the Semitic. It is found in the Mahabaharata and in 
the Bhagara-gite. In this Hindoo narrative Brahma, 
in the form of a fish. carries the ark through the 
waters, and Theun creates not only_a new. human Sate 
but even the gods.

Men of Bronze Age Anger Zeuse 
The Greeks had two different traditions ag to the 
deluge. With the first was connected the mame of 
Ogyses, the first king of Attica, an entirely mythical 
personage. The second is the Thessalian story of Deu- 
calion. r* 
This relates that Zeus, having resolved to destroy 
the men of the bronze age, whose crimes had excited 
his wrath, Deucalion, by the advice of 
his father, constructed an ark, in which he took 
refuge with his wife, Pyrrha. The deluge came; the 
ark floated for nine days and nine nights, and 
was at last stranded on Mount- Parnassus. , 
Deucalion and Pyrrha came out, offered a Sac- 
rifice, and repeopled the world, according tu the 
orders of Jupiter, by casting. behind them the 
bones of the earth—that is, stones—which were 
changed into men. 

The Hindoos also have a story of the flood 

which is contained in the Saanskrit poems. A 
fish came to Maun and prophesied the flood, 
eS Se, 3B. and said: “Build a ship and worship me, ang 
OC eT ESC Ne when a flood rises, go into this ship.” Maun 
t a eer Sata built the ship, worshiped the fish, and went 
Git Bea Dt eM NT ee into the ship. When the flood came the fish 
swam to him, and Maun fastened a rope to 
a horn of the fish. The fish carried them 
over a northern mountain, and then said: 
“ Bind the ship to a tree on this mounttain. 
As the waters sink thou wilt slide down.” 
—\ Maun slid down with the waters, _but 
& the flood had carried away all creatures 

and he was left alone. 

The flood story is found by Dr. Peet 
in many different places and among 
many different tribes. One version is 

found among the Iroquois, and contained in bark 
records which are supposed to be prehistoric. 

The account given by the Aztecs is perpetuated by 
the calendar stone, a stone in which the serpent is seen 
upon the circumference, in the center of which is the 
face Of the sun, and four towers in figures surrounding 
the face. 
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Stone Tells of Four Destructions. 

The interpretation of the stone is to the effect that 
the world was created and destroyed four times—the 
first by water, the second by wind, the third by fire, 
and the fourth by earthquake. 

Another American flood myth was preserved in the 
sand paintings of the Navajoes. The American version 
dates back to prehistoric times, but, after all, is far 
more recent than either the Chinese, Japanese, Assyrian, 
Chaldean, or any of the Oriental calendars.

En route to Australia shortly after the San Fran- 
cisco earthquake, Mr. Barrymore found time hanging 
heavily on his hands, and, after a long search, found’ 
water coloy paraphernalia on board the ship. 

Then for several days he separated himself from the 
other members of the company and Jack Barrymore, the 
painter, became engrossed in his work. The first picture 
he painted he called “ The Nightmare." There is noth- 
ing Particularly pleasant about “ The Nightmare.”

“No,” was the reply. “That is merély a composite 
portrait of nightmares in general. Nightmares are 
horrible things, and “what could be more repulsive, more 
terrify'ng, than the thought of a beautiful woman in 
the talons of an air dragon?”

In thie background there are cliffs and 
waves. .In the foreground is a remarkable figure, half 
man, half beast. From the. waist downward the body 
forms itself. into a.barbed tall.

And the head—a mixture of a likeness of his satanic 
majesty and the impersonation of hate and despotic 
cruelty. The jaws are writhed into a horrible grimace.

The first half of the new season has shown a marked improvement over the last half 
of the old season. Most of the stars have returned with better plays than they had last 
year, and the general improvement in the tone of the drama, which first began to 
attract attention four, or five years ago, has borne solid fruit. 

September attractions included “ The Servant in the House,” “ Polly of the Circus,” 
“The Top o’ the World,” “ Ticey,” “ The New Generation,” “The Yankee Prines,* 
“The Devil,” “ The Girl Behind the wate and “ The Battle.” 


Plays Have Been Better This Season. 

Nearly all the stars who came during this and the succeeding two months brought 
good plays. A newcomer in the list, little Mabel Taliaferro, had a pleasant little circus 
play about Polly; the popular Cohan family were happy in “ The Yankee Prince,” with 
Tom Lewis as an added feature; Henry Dixey enjoyed playing “ Devil”; Williauy 
Faversham brought “The World and His Wife” and “ The Barber of New Orleans"; 
Fritzi Scheff introduced us to ‘The Prima Donna”; Lackaye had “The Battles 
Chauncey Olcott happened along with “ Ragged Robin”; Wiliam Collier fooled away, 
an evening of laughs with “ The Patriot”; Walker Whiteside suddenly loomed large 
upon the horizon in “ The Melting Pot”; Maude Adams fairly captivated the town as 
Maggie Shand in “ What Every Woman Knows”; David Warfield revealed “ The 
Grand Army Man”; Alla Nazimova disclosed her curious self in a curious répertoire; 
Robert Mantell added “Louis XL,” “ Romeo and Juliet,” and “ The Lady of Lyons” 
to an already creditable répe@toire; and Donald Robertson produced a significant trag- 
edy of the present day in [bsen’s “ John Gabriel Borkman.” 

Mme. Bertha Kalich was unfortunate with “ Cora”; “ The American Idea” added 
nothing to the Cohan reputation; Edgar Selwyn could not save “ Pierre of the Plains” 
for the first class theaters, so it was sent to the neighborhood circuits; “ Algeria” suf- 
fered from a rush of inanity to the libretto. which frequent injections of Victor Her- 
bert’s music failed to arrest; and Miss Doro prattied through “The Richest Girl,” 

There are other features of the season that might be mentioned. One was the 
Fiske-Savage contest for the honor and profit of producing Molnar’s “ The Devil.” At 
the present writing Mr. Savage appears to have been awarded the honor and Mr. Fiske 
a good share of the profits, His “Devil,” with George Arliss up, is still galloping 
along on Broadway. Another sign of the times we are almost afraid to hope will be 
noticed, is that thé “ Follies of 1908,” a much cleaner entertainment than was “ The 
Follies of 1907,” is making more money than its predecessor. 

It likewise is significant that the Salome craze that ran the summer through in New 
York and enlivened the Broadway walks im the fall amounted to no more than a mean- 
ingless riffle in Chicago. We may be no better than we should be, and we certainly can 
make no legitimate claim to being holler than our eastern competitor for theatrical 
honors, bat we certainly do a considerably less flaunting of a questionable taste and are 
still equal to an occasiona] honest blush. 

The season in the east has been a disa ent to most of its directors. There 
have been no sensational successez, and only three or four of substantial proportions, 
Miss Barrymore seems to have found a pleasing comedy in Somerset Maugham's “ Lady 
Frederick”; Uncle John Drew is equally well satisfied with another called “ Jack 


‘ Straw,” by the same author; Thomas Wise and Douglas Fairbanks are immensely pop- 


ular in a new political comedy, “ The Gentleman from Mississippi,” written by Wise 
and Harrison Rhodes, and Chicago is not likely to see this piece before next season. 

Blanche Bates apparently has a success in “The Fighting Hope,” and Mr. Fiske 
is satisfied with Brewster Sheldon’s “ Salvation_Nell,” though the reviews indicate that 
it is a play that will likely not last her more than a season because of its ugly pictures 
of slum life. Strangely enough, “ Three Twins,” tolerantly received here in the Whit- 
ney, is one of the hits of Broadway. William Gillette continues to play “ Samson,” 
though the reviewers were far from enthusiastic regarding his fitness for the melo- 
dramatic réle he assumes, and Frederick Thompson’s “ Via Wireless” seems. to be @ 
good melodrama. “ Little Nemo” is @ big spectacle and is carded for the Colonial oe 
the Auditorium here next spring. 

Like every other theatrical year the country has ever known, the last one could 
bave been better—but, goodness knows, it could aleo have been worse. 
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“ Fluffy Ruffles,”’ and to the latter a musical 
farce that has been seen here before, “ Me,

From William Gillette’ s “ Ticey ’ to Hal 
Reid's “The Kentuckian”’ was a transfer 
from lulling zephyrs to howling whirbwinds. 
Reid used to be a melodramatic spellbinder. 
He wrote plays to exploit his own mimic’ 
heroism and the multitude hung upon his 
words enthralled. As one of the breakfast 
food advertisers says, “ there is a reason’ 
why Reid gripped his audiences harder and 
held them firmer than most of hig kind, and 
that reason was expressed in the title of one 
of his plays, ‘‘ Human Hearts.” Like David 
Belasco, he was strong for “a heart inter- 

est’ first, last, and all the while, other con- 
siderations to the contrary notwithstanding. 

After a time his royalty as a dramatist 
became so large that he could well afford to 
laze as an actor, and for I don’t know how 
many years he megely kept his account books 
posted and smoked the cigar of affluent sol- 
stice. Last season's figures of the sudden 
slump in gun-pop mefodrama may have 
jolted him out of his somnolescence. Any- 
way, he has beer here with a new play and 
himself in the midst of it. Something else 
than the election of Taft needed tobe done 
to restore prosperity to cheap melodrama, 
and Reid undertook to do it. Has he done 
it? Well—— :

The Kentuckian isn’t for or against the 
moonshiners; he is a candidate for congress, 
if that explains his reticence on that sub- 
ject; but when federal soldiers nab his fa- 
ther’s assassin at an illicit distillery—the 
grisly enemy who has taunted him asa cow- 
ard for having let the feud lag and not slay- 
ing him in reprisal—he stands forth with a 
valorous strut and says in etentorian tones: 
“ This illicit still is mine. Take me!" So 
he goes to prison instead of his prospective 
father in law and deadly foe, whdse waning 
old life would fade out soon inacell. Doesn’t 
that strike you as a pretty tolerably good 
third act: climax? 

So, indeed, it is, and Reid isn’t scared by 
the gaHery’s lately acquired habit of chirp- 
ing at lovers who coo and snuggle; he makes 
this Kentucky Romeo woo his Juliet ardent- 
ly; but he' should have gone to‘see a real 
feud killing bee in Kentucky before writing 
his play; and even now he might well take a 
night off to watch the Sicilian players smear 
a tragedy with the gore of an. Italian feud.

Sincerely and no joke, I do believe that the 
new blood needed by American sensational 
meélodrama is bloodshed. You. won't ever 
see the SicMans, for they will go home crest- 
fallen from New York after coming from 
high estéem in London; but In my opinion 
they have shown how to dramatize deadly 
weapons for the amusement of our masses.

Among these are those who haven't married 
at all, those who are happily married, -and 
those who are unmarried again, either hap- 
pily or unhappily.

Everybody there 
had either written or wanted to write playa, 
and they sat up late discussing her idea. 
The newspaper man particularly urged her to 
try her hand at putting it together—some- 
thing which she had never done, although 
she had already had numerous ideas for 
plays. 

“Tf it is the dialogue that heathens you let 
me do that for you,”’ he said. It was agreed 
that they-should each do part, but the next 
day Miss Harned had the new idea in the 
Turkish bath. Bhe went home ané wrote it, 
that day and part of the next. That night 
she saw the newspaper man again. “oO, I 
have got a beautiful new idea ‘for a Day: fy 
she said, and began to tell it to him. : 

** There, that is just like a oes he 
said. “ Why don't you get one thing done 
before you fly toanother?”’

She declares that nearly every- 
thing in the play is taken from incidents 
centering around her own life, some of which 
she has seen only and some of which have 
happened to her, and especially all the dia- 
logue, the smaller situations, as the constant 
rings of the telephone with requests for her 
autograph. 

“ That is the reason I would love to play 
this plece before a professional matinée,” she 
says, “ because every allusion in KH would 
be especially recognized. The letters, for 
instance, are the actual letters which I and 
every actress get, and some of them are 
even worse.”’ 
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“I want to go and live in the country 
again,’’ she says im the play. “ That is 
what every actor and actress saye about 
ever so often,” Miss Harned. 
“They get discouraged blue or over- 
tired and they want to sell everything they 
have got and go and live In the country. If 
they have lost everything they want every- 
body to stake them so that they can set up 
something which will part them living in the 
country. The funny” is that there isn’t 
one of them that would stay there two min- 
utes after he really got there, and yet I 
never knew a theatrical person who didn't 
gay this.’’

In the play Mise Harned makes Kate Ash- 
ton, who ia the sister to the “‘idol of the 
hour,” the philosopher whg tells her why 
she could never be happy as an actress and 
as a wife at the same time. 

“I know my brilliant sister better than 
she knows herself,” Kitty says to Margaret, 
or “* Peggy,.’’ who is Miss Harned. “A few 
weeks of flirtation and you will turn to 
your first love, the public. 

“When you have worked, slaved, year 
after year, reached the top rung, as: you 
have, I wouldn’t want to be the man who 
deprives you of the fruits of your labor.

Dorothy Donnelly—wise in everything but 
her possible forecast of the future, éxpresses 
herself forcefully on the “ impossibility’ of 
theatrical marriage. 

“I dont expect to marry,’’ she says. ‘‘) 
think a woman wants to be with her hus- 
band, and I don’t think successful marriage 
is possible with separation. I don’t think 
anybody can buck up against an absence, 
no matter how charming and beautiful they 
are. Nature abhors a vacuum, you know— 
there, that is a horribly trite thing to say, 
but she does, and you can apply it to mar- 
riage.’

Incidentally Miss Donnelly gives what may 
be a more practical reason than her theories 
would prove for the fact that she doesn’t 
marry. ‘“‘I don’t think I would fall in love 
with an actor, unless he was among the 

‘great’ big ones. There is something re- 
pugnant to me about the attention that an 
actor has to give to his personal appearance. 
His makeup, the constantly thinking hew he 
looks and acts, and what everybody thinks 
of him makes him—well, it makes him less 
masculine. 

‘It seams-all right in a woman to do these 
things, but if I should marry I think I 
would want to marry a business man, and if 
I did I should expect to leave the stage and 
stay with him.” 

Ethel Barrymore has been reported to 
have said more emphatically still that she 
would marry a business man and give up a 
career. “I never would have a husband 
to carry my sultcase,”” sounded greatly like 
the usual terse epigrams of the fair Ethel 
until another terse epigram sounding nearly 
as much like her reported her as declaring 
emphatically that ** she never said it.”

When the subject of marrtage Is mentioned 
to Hilda Spong her eyes begin to twinkle. 
**O, don’t you think I am a lycky girl not to 
have gotten entangled on that rock? I do,” 
she says. 

Lulu Glaser, on the contrary, thinks that 
one can be happy though married, and her 
recipe is for keeping the stage life and the 
home life separate. Her husband is Ralph 
C.*Herz, the Mephisto Lucifer of ‘“‘ The Soul 
Kises."’ 

“ We have an agreement,’’ she says, “ that 
the theater and its petty gossip, its littie 
scandals, shall nét be discussed By us at 
home.

The 
heavy theatrical meat does not appear to go 
well with the festivities of Christmas and 
New Year, when the people are feasting on 
good things from the larder.

First comes the slump in business the week

Many companies do not play at all. Some 
theaters are dark. Players are on haif pay, 
or are not paid et all. Following comes the 
Christmas week when business begins to 
pick up, at least with the musical comedies, 
but it takes a long time to get the audiences 
back into the playhouses where legitimate 
drama is offered. After the first of each year 
there is an interim when dramatic offerings 
are a drug, and when the more frivolous at- 
tractions reap a harvest. - 
* This season Chicago is well supplied with 
the Knickknacks of the theatrical menu. 
Musical comedies are rife in nearly every 
playhouse. The list to select from is a long 
one, and the quality is variedi “ The Mimic 
World” ané “ Nearly a Hero” are the two 
Shubert offerings, the one in the Auditorium 
and the other at the Garrick theater. “ Fluffy 
Ruffles.” has arrived at the Illindis with 
Hattie Williams, to take the place of “ Fol- 
lies of 006.”

Henry Litchfield West makes the future 
of the Democratic party the theme of an 
article in the Forum. He begins with 
the assumption that it will not disinte- 
grate, nor will it disappear as a party or- 
ganization. Tue Tripune’is in full 
agreement with him. 
could survive such a repudiation: of its 
principles as was involved in the support 
of Greeley, or could resume the fight 
gallantly after the overwhelming defeat 
of Judge Parker, has elements of vitality 
which promise it long life. 

The party owey a great deal to the fact 
that this is a federal tepublic. Because 
of that it is built {n water tight com 
partments. If unable, even for a loug 
stretch of years, to muster votes enouga 
to get contro] of the sational government, 
it is supreme in states where its suprem- 
acy cannot be challenged. There are 
other states whose contro! it can contest 
with its opponents on equal terms. As 
long as the Democracy rules at so many 
state capitals it will not give up the con- 
test for the national capital. If it could 
carry only a few states the labors of all 
its political leaders would not keep it 
from disintegration. 

Mr. West's second contention is that 
the D tic party cannot elect a pres- 
ident until it shall have secured the con- 
fidence of the American people—shall 
cease to be regarded as a menace to their 
prosperity. Mr. West believes that as 
the American nation has become wealthy 
it has become highly materialistic, even in 
its voting. As he sees it, Mr. Taft was 
elected largely because the voters believed 
the business interests of the country 
would fare better under him than under 
Mr. Bryan. So he considers it essential 
to Democratic success that the men who 
lead and control the party ghall be men 
who are an assurance that their party's 
victory will not menace prosperity. 

One will agree unhesitatingly with 
much of what Mr. West says. A féar of 
injury fo vast business interests does in- 
fluence many voters, but if the Americau 
people, much as they respect the almighty 
dollar, had to choose between a party 


‘which stood on a great moral issue and 


one whict stood for the “ business inter- 
ests,” they would support the former, even 
though national prosperity were affected. 
They did not hesitate when slavery was 
the issue, and would not now under simi- 
lar circumstances. 

Therefore, the mere fact that the ma- 
teria] interests of the country will be 
safer in Republican hands will not neces- 
sarily insure the continued supremacy of 
the party. It must be strong on the 
moral as well as the material side. It 
must not permit the Democrats to pre- 
empt an issue which is more vital than 
the conservation of wealth. It will rest 
with Mr. Taft and the Republicans in 
congress to see that nothing of that kind 
happens during the next four years. The 
program of moderate, effective reform 
legislation begun under President Roose- 
velt should be carried out steadily, so 
that there may be no opening for the 
Democrats. 


THE SENATORSHIP. 

Representative Church’s theory that the 
results of the direct primary were to in- 
struct by districts for the United States 
senatorship is not worthy of Considera- 
tion. Senators are representatives of the 
whole state, and whatever the machin- 
ery of their selection may be their choice 
comes from the people? Senator Hop- 


‘kins and Congressman Foss submitted 


their names to the people at the first pri- 
mary election held for the purpose of 
obtaining a direct expression of the will 
of the people. Senator Hopkins won by 
a considerable popular majority. If the 
spirit and purpose of the direct primary 
law are to be respected Senator Hopkins’ 
retlection should be assured without 
further debate. 


CABLE TOLLS. ua 
It the Atiantic cable companies do not 
reduce their rates they will meet competi- 
tion that will force them to do so. They 
are charging 25 cents a word. That is a 


rate as high as “the traffic can bear.” 


Perbaps that is the reason it was fixed. 
on. A lower rate would add enormously 
to the business of the companies. It 
would in the opinion of the public, though 
perhaps not in that of the companies, add 
to their net revenues. 

The dominion government is consider- 
ing seriously the question of a state aided 
cable line uniting Canada and Great Brit- 
ain, which would begin by charging con- 
siderably less than 25 cents a wdétd and 
might get down eventually to 5 cents. 
For political as well as commercial fea- 
sons Canada would like to have its own 
fine to Great Britain. It already has one 
to Australia. The postmaster general of 
the dominion says everything depends on 
the cable companies. If they agree to 
reductions satisfactory to the government 
it will not lay a new cable. Otherwise 
it will. 

The companies onght to have a clear 
idea of what would happen if there were 
a Canadian cable charging lower rates. 
It would have all the business that it 
conld carry. Some of it would be new 
business, but much it would be taken 
from the existing Since the com- 
panies must know that, the postmaster 
general is inclined to believe they will 
lower their rates. That would be re 
ceived even more gladly on both sides of

would be so great an increase in 
the volume of business that ultimately 
the new rate would be more remunerative 
than the present one. 


; 
BENEFACTIONS*OF 1908. 

The figures of the year’s benefactions 
run into the millions. More than ninety of 
these millions, either by gift or bequest, 
have been devoted t6 the betterment of 
men and women and children during 1908. 
In round numbers the colleges and educa- 
tional institutions have received $40,000. 
000; charitable enterprises of all kinds 
another $40,000,000; religious organiza- 
tions (regular contributions not included), 
$5,000,000; museums, art galleries, and 
municipal improvements, $5,000,000; and 
libraries about $1,000,000. In the latter 
direction the amount showe a decided fall- 
ing off over previous years. This, of 
course, is due to Mr. Carnegie’s change 
in his library policy. He has planted 
library buildings all over the country and 
put in conditional leases under them until 
there is no further need of his help, but 
in all other directions the stream of 
philanthropy runs bank~full in all its old 
channels. 

In this connection Andrew Carnegie, 
John D. Rockefeller, and Mrs. Russell 
Sage, as usual, head the list of the philan- 
thropists. Mr. Carnegie has given away 
$5,429,650 and there is an implied prom- 
ise on his part also that an additional 
ten millions will be forthcoming ere long 
for the benefit of the Carnegie Technical 
school endowment. Mr. Rockefeller’s 
gifts amount to $2,934,000 and might have 
been thuch larger had it not been a bard, 
uncertain year for the Standard Oil bene- 
factor and beneficiary. Mrs. Russel] Sage 
has given away $1,242,700 of the accumu- 
lations which her late husband so wisely 
left to her philanthropic disposition. 

So, thinking these things over, “ behold 
how a good deed shines in a naughty 
world!” and reflect “This world’s not 
half so bad a world as some would like 
to make it.”

With regard to the steps which the regent 
is taking to abolish the distinctions between 
the Manchus and the Chinese, it m be ex~- 
plained that exclusive of Manchuria and the 
metropoHtan province there are twenty-two 
Manchu garrisons distributed in twelve of the 
provinces of China proper. Until now these 
Manchus, that is to say, the conquero® race, 
to which the signing dynasty belongs, have 
enjoyed all sorts of special privileges before 
the law, being immune from ordinary juris 
diction, attending their own and in 
receipt of pensions from the ‘govern- 
mem. It is intended by the regent that 
henceforth the Manchus in all parts of the 
empire shell be placed on identically the 
same footing as the Chinese, shall be subject 
to ordinary law, and to the taxes, from which 
they have until now been exempt. They are 
likewise to lose their pensions and are to re- 
ceive a small compensation in lieu: thereof to 
enable them to provide themselves with agri- 
cultural implements, cattle, or

peror, to a maiden of pure Chinese: 
probably either a daughter or granddaughter 
of China's “holy duke,” instead of one of 
the Manchu princesses, from whom the mon- 
arch's consorts have: until now been chosen, 
he will have made a long step towards recon- 
ciling thé bulk of the Chinese people to the 
reigning dynasty and towards obliterating 
the antagonism that exists between the Chi-

Perhaps the most remarkable instance of 
this spirit of reform in Chine is that the so- 
called “ holy duke,” that is to say, the lineal 

descendant of Confucius, and prospective 
father-in-law of the infant Chinese emperor, 
granted permission for the Tientsin Puko 
railroad line; now in course of construction, to 
traverse hie estates. The duke, by virtue of 
his ancestry, is hereditary inspector general 
of education, and, far from being reactionary, 
is fully alive to the advantages of reform and 
quite as keen about the matter as the late 
Li Hung Chang. A man about 50 years of 
age and seventy-sixth in unbroken descefit in 
the male line from Confucius, he may be re- 
garded ag the most blue blooded noble in 
the world, the more so as he is still in posses- 
sion of the landed property which belonged 
to the illustrious founder of his house more 
than 8,000 years ago, that is to say, some 


twelve centuries before the birth of Christ... 


The property is situated in the province of 
Bhantung, and it comprises the tomb of Con- 
fucius, at Kyfu, and hie residence... 
The duke is rich, since each generation of 
emperors, Chinese as well as Manchu, has 
lavished gifts upon the holy duke of their 
day. This one’s name is Kung Lingi, that is 
to say, Duke Lingi, and his official designa- 
tion is Sheng Kung, which means’ “the holy 
duke.”’ He is a tall, heavy faced Chinaman, 
of somewhat massive build, with a rather 
majestic appearance, and a good humored 
face, the mouth inclined to laughter and in 
keeping with the shrewd, cheery eyes. 
Though regarded as a saint, he is a jovial 
saint, and if popular rumor in his home prov- 
ince of Shantung is to be believed, is ex- 
tremely fond of all the good things of SM oor 
Every now and again he visits Peking, whe 
he ig received with imposing honors, and - 
these occasions he does not disdain to travel 
by rail. I would add that In every school and 
college throughout China there is an altar to 
Confucius, and that Inasmuch as each stu- 
dent is obliged to bow the Knee to the altar, 
and that the service of the state is restricted 
to graduates of these schools, this has the 
effect of virtually excluding native Christians 
from government service. True, some of 
the government officials do profess Chris- 
tianity, but they have become converted since 
their appointment.

Something very much akin to a tragedy 
took place the other day in the royal nursery 
of King Alfonso’s children at Madrid. For, 
without any warning whatsoever, the Dng- 
lish head nurse, Miss Bunting by name, who 
had been with Queen Victoria Eugenie since 
about three months prior to the birth of the 
little prince of the Asturias, suddenly fell 
over dead from her chair, in the presence of 
the queen and of the children. It was found 
that she had succumbed to heart disease, 
although no one at Madrid had been aware 
until tien that she was suffering from any 
such malady. As the queen is in a delicate 
condition of health and expecting another 
addition to her family early in the new year, 
a good deal of alarm was entertained as to

LTHOUGH fifty years ago the rela- 
tions between the United States and 
Great Britain were not nearly as inti- 
mate as they are téday and England 


of, as at present, the most reliable and clos- 
est of the friends of Uncle Sam, yet the 
stories of the frightful massacres and fiend- 
ish outrages perpetrated by the natives. of 
India during the great rebellion of 1867 
aroused @ thrill of horror in every corner of 
America.

young children, and it may be questioned if 
the description of the awful deeds of Cawn- 
pore, where the many hundreds of victiIne 
were exclusively white women and children, 


| aroused a-greater degree of abhorrence and 


of resentment in the, united kingdom than © 
among the English speaking population of 
the new world. The sentiments entertained 
and expressed here were not due to any lik- 
ing for the English, but were attributable to 
the species of sympathy and solidarity which 
exists among all whites, no matter of what 
nationality, when confronted by peril of 
death and worse at the hands of people of an- 
other huewnamely: the native races of Asia 
and of Africa. 

For among the white settlers of both these 
contigents there is no offense that is looked 
upon as more unpardonable, as more dis- 
graceful, and as calling for shorter shrift 
than for a white man to join with the na- 
tives in attacks upon the people of his own 
race and color.

India is hovering upon the brink ofanother . 
rebellion, even more alarming than that 6f 
half a century agg, and in spite of thé efforts 
of the statesmen in London to suppress the 
facts it is known that heavy drafts of troops 
are being shipped with all possible haste to 
reinforce the British army in India, and, more 
significant still, that “ defensive«posts,”’ or, 
to put the matter more piainly, central posts 
of refuge, are being established in various 
parts of Hindustan, to which white women 
an@ children from the neighboring districts 
can be brought, if necessity arises, under the 
protection of as many rifles and guns as can 


be spared from field operations. That the. 


organization of these posts of refuge for 
white women and children should be not 
only considered necessary by the white Dop- 
ulation of India, which includes a large num- 
ber of extremely useful American mission- 
aries, with their wives and children, but that 
the British government should countenance 
and assist schemes of this kind demonstrates 
more eloquently than anything else the grav- 
ity of the peril. 

To this peril certain people here in America 
are contributing [In no small degree. Devoid 
of any personal knowledge and experience of 
India, such as has been acquired by American 
missionaries through prolonged residerve 
there, prompted in many instances by mis- 
taken motives of philanthropy and also by a 
yearning for notoriety, they have lent them- 
selves to a movement which they claim is des- 
tined to endow the natives of India with the 
rights of self-government and with civic pre- 
rogatives ase complete as those enjoyed by a 
citizen of the United States. But in reality 
the movernent to which they have given their 
active support has for its object the over- 
throw of the British power—that is to say, of 
that agency which in the opinion of all white 
people who have visited India, irrespective of 
nationality, and even in the eyes of property. 
owning natives who have the welfare and the 
future of their country at heart, is the sole 
barrier against anarchy and chaos. It must 
thoroughly be understood that all the éncour- 
agement which the leaders of the séditionary 
jmovement receive from without, and also no 
@mall portion of the money in their coffers, 
comes exclusively from the United States. 
Neither Russia nor France nor yet Germany 
is meddling in the matter, either directly or 
indirectly. This has been ascertained with 
absolute certainty, and should the threat- 
ened insurrection burst Into flames the se- 
cret Russian agent, who was formerly the 
bugbear of every English official in India, and 
especially of the so-called political depart- 
ment at Calcutta, will be held wholly inno- 
cent of all blame.

AFRICAN SLEEPING SICKNESS, 
{From Popular Mechanics. } 

Sleeping sickness, the most feared disease 
in tropical Africa, is spread by the tsetse 
fly. 80 great have the ravages of the uwis- 
ease become that the English government 
bas established a national sleeping. sick- 
ness bureau in London to act in co6peration 
with the Sudanese government and the Royal 
society. Its work will be the coflection of 
topographical, statistical, pathological, and 
other information regarding sleeping ‘sick- 
ness, and to arrange for its prompt distribu- 
tion among those who are engaged in com- 

ating the disease, as well &s for the circu- 
lation of publications designed for the use 
and guidance of government officials and 
missionaries in all infested parts of Africa. 

The usual course of the disease is from 
four to elght months. At the outset there 
is headache, a feverish condition, lassitude 
and corresponding disinclination to Work. 
The facial aspect changes and a previously 
happy and,intelligent looking” neg be- 
comes, instead, dull, heavy, and apathetic. 
Later tremor in the tongue develops, speech 
is uncertain and mumbling, walk shuffling 
and progressive weakness, drowsiness; and 
oblivion to his surroundings afflict the duffer- 
er. The last stage is marked by extreme 
emaciation and a coma deepenfng into death. 

The tsetse fiy is a blood sucking day fiy- 
ing insect. On the approach‘of either man 
or animal at a river crossing In the densest 
forest the victim is soon scented out by the 
fly, if there is one in the vicinity, and then 
either silently or with a peevish buss it 
makes straight for the most accessible spot 
and make@ its stab.
